Thomas R. Barnett was born in Virginia, 
removed at a tender age to South Carolina^ 
where he lived until he reached manhooL He 
married Miss C. C. Townsend, of ]\Iarlborough 
District, S. C. His wife was indeed a help- 
meet, and their blended lives flowed through 
more than half a century. He found the pea°’e 
of God in 1831, and as soon as he made up his 
mind to serve God, he began to manifest that 
spirit of earnest determination and high sense 
of duty that marked his course as a Christian 
and a minister. While he was a penitent he 
discharged the duty of family prayer, and it 
was while engaged in that service his sins were 
forgiven and his heart Was filled Avith unutter- 
able joy. He first served the Church as a 
class-leader, then nineteen years as an exhorter, 
and five years as a local preacher. During the 
larger portion of that period he could not have 
labored more diligently had he been an itinerant 
preacher. He entered the Florida Conference 
in December, 1855, and for twenty-four vears 
our brother devoted himself with ardor and'thor- 
oughness to the work of the ministry. The con- 
dition of his wife’s health obliged him to with- 
draw from the regular work at the close of 1879. 
It was with extreme reluctance he took that 
step, for he had always longed “to cease at once 
to work and live.” His wife died early in the 
following year, and while he submitted with 
meekness to the bereavement, it told upon his 
spirits and health. His interest in the things 
of earth diminished, while his heart dwelt with 
increasing delight on heavenly things. For 
the space of two years he served by waiting 
quietly and suffering cheerfully. For a shoH 
time previous to his death, he was subject to 
severe paroxysms of pain. He had a fatal at- 
tack near midnight, on the 22d of last March. 
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In the midst of the pain, he exclaimed, “My 
time is come; I am gone!” and he welcomed 
the summons with shouts of praise. His hist 
articulate utterance was, “Thank the Lord!” 
and when the power of speech failed, he raised 
his hand and looked upward, and with a beam- 
ing face closed his eyes on earth to open them 
upon tlie glories of heaven. 

Elias J. Knight was born in Georgia, 
passed the larger portion of his life in Florida, 
entered the Florida Conference, December, 
1867 ; was superannuated at the session of 1880, 
and died in Hernando county, June 7, 1882, 
During the thirteen year’s of liis efiective min- 
istry, he served seven circuits; that service was 
earnest, hearty, untiring. It is a pity he gave 
so few of the years of his long life to the work 
of God, but it is pleasant to call to mind how 
much he accomplislied for the cause of Christ 
and the good of souls during that short period. 
His success as a pi’eacher was remarkable. 
Through his instrumentality, four hundred and 
fifty were added to the Church in Levy Circuit, 
two hundred and tifty in CraAvfordville Circuit, 
two hundred in Jasper Circuit, one hundred 
and tifty in Union Circuit, three hundred in 
Welborn Circuit, and his labors yielded a large 
increase in Wahulla Circuit. These figures 
were furnished by a member of this Conference 
who is a spiritual son of our sainted brother, 
and who has himself turned many to right- 
eousness. When we consider that our brother’s 
mind was hardly up to the average, that his 
stock of knowledge was scanty, and that up to 
the time of his convei*sion he had been one of 
tlie roughest and most daring of sinners, these 
large figures fill us with wonder, and remind 
us of the inspired declaration, “Not by might, 
not by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 
Brother Knight’s health began to fail while he 
was on Lake Butler Circuit, and while travel- 
ing Mosely Hall Circuit the follow'ing year he 
was unable to meet the demands of the work. 
He sufiered long, and at times severely, but 
his mind was undisturbed by doubt or fear, and 
he magnified the grace of God as greatly by 
meek submission and cheerful trust in God in 
the season of weakness and pain as he had in 
the years he ivent in and out strong to labor. 
He died praising God. 

Jamis a. Wiggins was born in Georgia, 
and died at his home near Live Oak, Fia., J uly, 
1882, in the seventieth year of his age. In 
early manhood he entered the Georgia Confer- 
ence, and for many consecutive years labored 
with zeal and success. During his connection 
with that body, he served the most important 
charges. He began his itinerant career under 
bright auspices. His talents were of a high 
order, and he occupied a place of honor among 
the most gifted preachers of his Conference. 
His splendid endowments w'ere consecrated to 
the service of Christ, and wherever he preached 
souls were converted and the Church edified. 
He ivas a chosen instrument, called and quali- 
fied to preach the everlasting gospel — a long 



life of usefulness and honor stretched before 
him, inviting him to earnest ivork and filling 
his soul Avith noble aspirations. Satan desired 
to have him, that he might sift him as wheat. 
His faith failed ; darkness settled upon his spir- 
it. We pass in silence over those long years 
when 'the Bible was unopened and prayer was 
restrained, God ivas forgotten and talents w’ere 
perverted. In the year 1868, under the wise 
and tender treatment of the Rev. T. W. Moore, 
at that time presiding elder of the church at 
Ocala, Brother Wiggins was restored to the 
Church and to the ministry. He entered the 
Florida Conference in 1869. After a successful 
year on W aukeenah Circuit, he was assigned to 
the Live Oak District, and at the expiration of 
the full term of service he was appointed to the 
Tallahassee District. In the palmy days of his 
ministry he never labored with greater zeal and 
assiduity than Avhile he served the Church as 
presiding elder. He performed all the duties 
of that responsible and laborious office with en- 
ergy and discretion. He was preaching at 
Madison during a quarterly-meeting when the 
hand of God touched him. He paused, and 
tried to resume the train of thought he was pur- 
suing; but the power of speech failed him, and 
that sermon, thus abruptly interrupted, re- 
mained unfinished; nor ivas he ever able to 
preach again. The ten remaining yeai’s of his 
life were marked by child-like trust, meek sub- 
mission, and deep religious enjoyment. The 
mortal seizure was as sudden as the first attack. 
In a few hours he was not, for God took him. 

Selaattn L. Smith w’as bom in Macon, Ga., 
March 5, 1852, while his father, O. L. Smith, 
D.D., Avas President of Wesleyan Female Col- 
lege. He Avas licensed to preach at Oxford, 
Ga., while a student at Emory College. Mar- 
ried 3Iiss Sallie S. Stewart, May 18, 1876. Was 
admitted on trial in the South Georgia Confer- 
ence, and transferred the same year, 1876, to 
the Florida Conference, and died, October 23, 
1882. During the six years he labored among 
us he served Melon ville. Lake Jessup, Lake 
City, and Micanopy. Of the five ministers 
Avhose memories Ave have met to honor, three 
bent under the burden of age and infirmities, and 
one had been suffering daily for years from an 
incurable disease. Brother Smith Avas the only 
one Avhose sun seemed far from its setting. W e 
cannot tell why it went down, but faith assures 
us Ave shall know hereafter. • Brother Smith 
Avas a lovely and pleasant man. His nature 
Avas sweet, his heart was pure, his life Avas beau- 
tiful. He loved every boily; everybody loA’cd 
him, and those loved iiim most who knew him 
best. He was genial, unselfish, helpful, sym- 
pathetic. He Avas richly endoAved with sense, 
judgment, tact, taste. The laAV of kindness 
was the rule of his life; he had a nice percep- 
tion of the proprieties of life, and never vio- 
lated them, either through inadvertence or on 
purpose. He planned wisely and worked dili- 
gently. He was a steady, earnest, thorough, 
systematic Avorker; he tried to meet all the re- 
quirements of the Church. He cultivated a 
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humble spirit, spent much of his time in 
prayer, and was always hopeful and trustful. 
He preached and labored to save souls and to 
glorify the grace of God. His sermons were 
2 )hiin and simple, instructive, convincing, and 
comforting; his soul went out in sympathy 
with the seeker after salvation, and he was 
never so happy as when he was pointing out 
the way of salvation to the mourner in Zion 
and trying to persuade him to trust in Jesus. 
He was untiring in his labors at protracted 
meetings, and very efficient. He had spent his 
strength at a meeting of profound interest, 
when he was taken sick. The attack was sud- 
den and sharp, and in a few days the spirit of 
our beloved brother entered into the joy of his 
Lord. 

Henry B. Avery was born and brought up 
in Gibson county, Tenn., and died in Jackson- 
ville, Fla., November 1, 1882. He was a mem- 
ber of the Memphis and California Confer- 
ences about twenty years. The last two years 
of his life were spent in tlie Florida Confer- 
ence. He came to us with a fine reputation for _ 
piety, ability, and industry, and he completely 
maintained his reputation. He loved to work 
for Jesus, and if he could w'ork at all, he 
worked with all his might. He never availed 
himself of weakness or pain as an excuse for 
failing to perform duty. It was only when ut- 
terly disabled by disease that he did not fill his 
pulpit or meet the other obligations of his 
sacred calling. He endured hardship quite to 
the extent of his strength, and even beyond it. 
Preaching was his si^ecial delight. He was al- 
ways willing and ready to preach. His ser- 
mons were prepared with painstaking and care, 
and much prayer. His mind was always in 
sympathy wdth his subject, and he spoke out 
of the abundance of the heart. He was fluent, 
clear, and impressive. He reasoned w'ell, and 
his emotional nature was deep and delicately 
sensitive. If he had been less tender and sym- 
pathetic, he would have been dogmatic, for he 
possessed uncommon will-power, and was al- 
ways decided and firm. His private life was 
in harmony with his profession. He practiced 
the truths he taught, and discharged the duties 
he inculcated. In the pulpit and out of it he 
was the same devout, earnest, humble follower 
of Jesus. He communed much with God in 
secret, and his meditations were sweet wdth the 
breath of prayer. No wonder his faith grew 
stronger as the outward man grew weaker, for 
he had access to the hiding-place of God’s pow- 
er. If we derive encouragement from our 
brother’s holy and useful life, is not our faith 
strengthened when we contemplate his tri- 
umjffiant death? How bright the glory that 
crowned those long years of distressing \veak- 
ness and sharp pains! When he felt that the 
end was nigh, he said to his dear friend Judge 
McLean : “ Tell my brethren of the Conference 
that I loved them dearly, and that all is well. 
I have kept the faith.” At another time he 
said with deep emotion : ‘*Tt is worth a life-time 
of suffering to feel as I do now.; these raptures 



of joy, in their breadth and length and dej>th 
and height, I have never known before.” _ He 
died whispering, “ I am crossing the river.”

PiiiLO M. Goodwyn was born November 
24, 1820, near New Albany, in the State of In- 
diana. He moved to the South in 1837; was 
converted and joined the Poydras Street Church, 
New Orleans, La., in the year 1840. He was 
licensed to preach by that Society, and was ad- 
mitted into the Mississippi Conference, at Jack- 
son, Miss., at its session of 1842; was first ap- 
pointed as the.junior preacher to the Lafourche 
Circuit, Louisiana. In 1843 he was appointed 
to Caddo Circuit; in 1844, to Yazoo Circuit. 
From this time until a part of the Mississippi 
Conference was set off as tlie Louisiana Confer- 
ence, he received appointments annually, the 
record of which is not now in hand; and after- 
ward as follows: In 1848, Alexandria; 1849, 
Opelousas; 1850, Newton and Franklin; 1851, 
Franklin and Pattersonville ; 1852, Monroe 
District; 1853-6, Opelousas District; 1857, 
Richmond; 1858, agent of Mansfield College; 
1859, Minden ; 1860, Plaquemine and Gros Tete ; 
in December, 1860, Baton Rouge and Big Cane; 
1861, Wesley Chapel; 1862-3, Ouachita Cii’cuit; 
1864, Lisbon; 1865, presiding elder of Alexan- 
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dria District; 18G6-7, Thibodeaux; 1868-71, 
JelVerson City ; and in 1872 was superannuated. 
Since then he has lived in Mansfield, La., in 
precarious licalth, rarely able to preach, but 
always ready. He breathed his life out sweet- 
ly, in the midst of those he loved most — his 
wife and children — on Wednesday, November 
15, after an illness of but three days. He 
said that “on the Godward side the future was 
bright; it was only on the earthward, for his 
family, that things w'ere dark.” He was a man 
of industrious devotion to the ministry of the 
word for more than thirty years, until failing 
health arrested him. He traveled as presiding 
elder, as preacher in charge, and as assistant 
preacher, among the swamps and bayous of 
Louisiana, along its rivers and in its highlands, 
until he had lived in every part of the State. 
He took the w'ork as it came, as one of the rank 
and file of the itinerancy. He asked no favors 
and received none, and wherever he was did a 
good work. His talents were representative of 
the average of human ability, but they were 
improved so as to stand the inspection of his 
Lord. He w'as of the people, and had access to 
the people. He attended conscientiously to the 
spiritual and temporal interests of whatever 
part of the field was placed in his care. His 
character was without a stain, and he had the 
good fortune to escape even the calumny of the 
w'orld. Every one revered him as a good man, 
who had at heart the well-being and the salva- 
tion of mankind. Under God doubtless he has 
been the means of calling thousands of men 
to the knowledge of Christ. His memory is 
blessed. He lived to do gtxxl, and has done it. 
Of very sprightly disposition and of active tem- 
perament, it was a source of profound sorrow 
that in matni’e manhood he all at once found 
himself unable to take an appointment. His 
constitution had broken under the severe and 
constant labor of the itinerant service. Thence- 
forward a new field of Christian life was opened 
to him — that of patient suffering. How fully 
he improved it for the cultivation of the high- 
est and richest graces of his spiritual manhood 
we are all witnesses. His closet was his strong- 
hold. He was always ready to talk of his Sav- 
iour, and watched as from a secure tower the 
fortunes of the battle as it went on, with hands 
and soul uplifted for the triumph of Immanuel. 
Not punitive, nor disciplinary to him, but ele- 
vating and refining were the sharp pains of dis- 
ease and the gloomy labyrinths of the poverty 
of his daily life. He emerged from each ex- 
perience with a nearer view of his Lord, who 
was perfecting him by that route to glory. O 
the mysterious association there is between thev 
sufferings of this present time and the apoca- 
lypse of the soul! That life which now, by 
natural comlitions, is so hid with its Lord, shall 
presently hurst forth in the full splendor of his 
coming. The son of a widow when called to 
preach, he has left nothing to his wife and chil- 
dren but the blessing with which he started. 
The inheritance of the patriarchs has returned 
to his beloved; here “no continuing city,” 
there one whose builder and maker is God. 



A greater part of his life he rode by vast fields 
of cane and cotton, that promised to enrich and 
sustain their owners, owning nothing himself. 
Their vast resources and his slender ones have 
in the end left the families of each on an equal 
footing. The fortunes of a generation, however 
diverse for awhile, presently settle down to a 
uniform dependence. But with the good man, 
who has meanwhile lived more for heaven than 
for earth, there remains to his children a pre- 
cious residuum — the blessing which maketh 
rich and addeth no sorrow with it.

What preachers have died during 
l*he past year? Stephen Samuel Roszell, John 
Poisal. 2. 

Stephen Samuel Roszell was born in the 
city of Philadelphia, Pa., October 20, 1812, the 
year of his parents’ sojourn in that city, and 
of his father’s transfer from the Baltimore to 
the Philadelphia Conference; and died near 
Marehall, Fauquier county, Va., April 27, 1882. 
His father, the Rev. Stephen George Roszell, 
was for many years a leading member of the 
Baltimore Annual Conference, and by the vigor 
of his intellect, fearless avowal of truth, and 
])ower of the Holy Ghost, he was known 
throughout the whole connection of American 
Methodism. The mind of the son bore the im- 
print of the father in the boldness of its con- 
ception, scathing rebukes of infidelity, and 
fearless denunciations of fashionable vice. His 
conversion was clear, accompanied by the wit- 
ness of the Spirit with power. The place was 
at a camp-ground on Loudoun Circuit. Of the 
utility of camp-meetings he never afterward 
had a doubt, but rejoiced to labor at them in 
remembrance that there the Lord commanded 
tlie blessing upon him of regenerating grace. At 
an early age he graduated at Augusta College, 
Kentucky, of which the eloquent Dr. Bascom 
was Professor. He afterward united with his 
gifted brothers, the Rev. S. Asbury Roszell and 
Dr. McKendree Roszell, in conducting a classic- 
al school in Baltimore, at that time one of the 
leading institutions in the city. When Dickin- 
son College was placed under the joint super- 
vision of the Baltimore and Philadelphia Con- 
ferences, S. Samuel Roszell was selected as one 
of its instructors, and with Durbin, Caldwell, 
McClintock, and Emory, stood forth to the view 
of an undivided Methodism, a faculty of rare 
excellence ; and afterward gave force and cult- 
ure to minds that have continued to impress 
the Church. But with all his superior qualifi- 
cations as an educator, feeling himself called 
to the ministry of the word, he released him- 
self from the duties of the college, that he 
might enter upon the itinerant work. He yvas 
“admitted on trial” in the Baltimore Confer- 
ence March, 1838. As a preacher he was emi- 
nent. F rom a child he had known the Script- 
ures. Profound study in his maturer years had 
ingrained that word in his heart, and with all 
his varied reading and range of fancy he drew 
from that word his most glowing illustrations. 
After careful investigation, he was satisfied 
with the “standards of Methodism” as the best 
exposition of those Scriptures. Bold and inde- 
endent in his thinking, no one would have 
een more free to express his dissent from those 
standards if he had perceived in them any va- 
riance with divine truth. The convictions re- 
ceived in childhood from his parents and from 
the preachers of Methodism who were often at 
his home, and fortified much more in his after 
research, he bartered not for the speculation of 



“ philosophy falsely so called.” As a speaker 
he was able and impressive, and at times bore 
every thing before him by the majesty of his 
style. His eloquence was peculiarly his own. 
He wore no borrowed plumage. His oratory 
was natural. His person, so commanding, ar- 
rested attention; and his manners, unstudied, 
seemed the easy movements of nature itself. 
The meretricious arts that win fleeting atten- 
tion from the ignorant he despised. Especially 
he was the enemy of all shams. He denounced 
in severest tones deception and vain pretense 
wherever seen, whether among the rich and in- 
solent in office or among the ignorant in grov- 
eling conditions Thus dealing with vice and 
forms of fashionable indulgence, he was often 
judged harshly by the votaries of sensuality or 
the time-serving professors of religion; yet in 
his preaching there were at times richest ex- 
hibitions of Christian experience and streams 
of comfort divine, which gladdened, with shouts 
of exultation, some who “ would have fainted, 
unless they had then believed to see the good- 
ness of the Lord in the land of the living” (Ps. 
xxvii. 13), a text he often presented with power 
of pathos and love. He was united in mar- 
riage to Mrs. DeButts, a daughter of Mr. John 
P. Dulany, an eminent Methodist of Loudoun. 
This was a union most happy. She preceded 
him some years to the home in heaven, and to 
their reunion there he often referred. In his own 
family he shed the luster of an upright life, 
and impressed those around him with the dig- 
nity of his office as a minister of Christ. It 
was a beautiful custom with him, during the 
life-time of his excellent wife, often with her to 
assemble the children, and all sing in simplici- 
ty the hymns and songs familiar at camp-meet- 
ings and revivals of the former times. He held 
lip to their view the history of Methodism 
grander than any other movement of modern 
times, and taught them to respect the itinerants 
who bore its standards as deserving of “ever- 
lasting remembrance.” The boasts of the arro- 
gant or the pretentious claims of ritualism, in 
the persons of any who visited his house, never 
prevented the full confession of the superior 
heroic deeds of Methodism. His friendship 
was proof against suspicion, and ever-enduring. 
Those who viewed him only in his scathing de- 
nunciations of the crooked ways of vice, and 
his caricatures of a temporizing formalism, were 
prone to judge him as wanting in refined sym- 
pathies ; but those who viewed him aright saw 
that he was a ^Hovei' of good men,” and to friends 
who knew him intimately, more than any thing 
else, “his gentleness made him great,” and he 
was characterized by great amiability and ten- 
derness of heart. He prized association with 
his ministerial brethren above all others. Some, 
less endowed with intellect or enriched by cult- 
ure, but characterized by great usefulness and 
power of the Holy Ghost, were sometimes 
sought out by him in preference to others who 
had more of letters but little of the demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and who were indifferent to 
revivals. The power of the Holy Ghost with 
him was ever paramount, whether as made 
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manifest through the man of simplicity who 
uttered the word or the songs which were sung 
of simple composition and melody in prefer- 
ence to those of mere artistic display. To the 
Baltimore Conference he clang with intense de- 
votion. The incidents of its early history he 
had drawn in from conv^ersjitions with the old 
preachers and members who were often visitors 
at the home of his childhood; but especially 
from his venerable father, who had been one of 
the “thundering legion” of those venerable 
men, he received impressions of that Confer- 
ence which had at times embraced among its 
trusty standard-bearers through our territory 
McKendree and Roberts, and (George and Soule, 
and Emory and Waugh, afterward elected bish- 
ops of the Church, and w^ho had, with the elder 
Dr. Sargent and elder Dr. Roberts, extended 
the power of Methodism to New England, and 
with Thornton Fleming, Philip Bruce, Nelson 
Reed, and Henry Smith, had penetrated the 
wilderness to the Ohio, and rejoiced in her cen- 
tral territory in the arrested attention of the 
people by men like Mark Moore, Lewis Fech- 
tig, Nicholas Sneethen, and others. With such 
incidents of history ever in recollection, he was 
keenly sensitive to the honor of his Conference. 
When the time of trial came, he was true to the 
convictions he had long cherished and avowed. 
He openly redeemed the pledges given years 
before, and again and again repeated in open 
Conference, and recorded on Conference jour- 
nals. The brethren with wdiom he then stood 
as a Conference had no need to adopt any new 
principle, but adhered steadily to that which 
they had proclaimed and voted on before, par- 
ticularly enunciated more boldly at the Confer- 
ence in* Winchester in 1860. The principles 
avowed were in consonance with those of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and he felt 
that he and his felloAV-members had reached 
the period when they were justified in transfer- 
ring their relation as a Conference to that body. 
In this new association which his Conference 
thus formed, though parting not wdth its iden- 
tity as in the past, he cheered himself that he 
and his Conference had only acted in agree- 
ment with principles avowed years before, and 
felt himself happy and elevated in his new as- 
sociation. For his Conference in this new rela- 
tion he continued to feel unabated interest until 
his death. Five times his brethren honored 
him by electing him as delegate to the General 
Conference. He received the degree of D.D. 
of Randolph-Macon College in 1868. He was 
appointed at different times to important and 
responsible fields, among which were Baltimore 
City Station, .Wesley Chapel, Washington, 
Fredericksburg, Shepherdstown, Loudoun Cir- 
cuit, Frederick City, Central Church, Balti- 
more, East Baltimore District, and others. 
Through some of the years of his ministry his 
health was subject to interruption, and his ef- 
forts in the pulpit were checked by affliction. 
Thus for a number of years he was compelled 
to abide in a supernumerary relation. The 
sickness w'hich preceded his departure Avas at- 
tended with great suffering, so that he said, 



“Every part of my body is in pain;” yet he 
was calm and gentle, and his fortitude and 
courage were equal to the demand upon him. 
When told that he could not recover, he re- 
plied : “ I am perfectly resigned ; Jesus is pre- 
cious to me; the life I live in the flesh I live by 
faith in the Son of God.” He spoke these 
words with emphasis, Avith perfect distinctness 
and deliberation. The form, than Avhich none 
had stood out more noble and imposing, was 
noAv prostrate; the voice, which had once 
thrilled thousands with its tones of beauty and 
poAver, had ceased its utterance ; the heart, that 
once moved responsive only to the highest 
conceptions of a perfect manhood in Christ 
Jesus, had forever ceased its pulsations; and 
Stephen Samuel Roszell had entered into rest 
with Jesus. 

Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fonght, tjie vict’ry won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy. 

John Poisal,, whose name has stood for sev- 
eral years at the head of our roll as the oldest 
member of the Conference, was born in Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va., May 13, 1807, and died in 
Baltimore, June 2d, 1882. AVhen a youth he 
was deeply convicted, soundly converted, and 
in his nineteenth year admitted into the Balti- 
more Conference of the M. E. Church. The 
following are his appointments: 1827, Clear 
Spring; 1828, Carlisle Circuit; 1829, Hartford 
Circuit; 1830-1, East Baltimore; 1832, Har- 
risonburg; 1833-4, Severn Circuit; 1835-6, An- 
napolis; 1837, Baltimore Circuit; 1838-9, 
North Baltimore; 1840, transferred to the Ncav 
York Conference, where he spent six years at 
Allen Street, Duane Street, Brooklvn, and Mar- 
iners’ Church. From 1847 to 1850 he was 
Agent of the Bible Society. The year of 1850 
he spent at Nazareth Church, Philadelphia; 
1851-2, Baltimore City Station; 1853, Colum- 
bia Street; 1854-6, presiding elder Bellefont 
District; 1857, Baltimore Circuit; 1858-9, 
Eighteenth Street Church, New York; 1860-1, 
Bedford Street, New York. In 1862 he re- 
turned to Baltimore. In 1866 he entered the 
Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South. For several years he Avas connected 
Avith the Episcopal Methodist as editor and pub- 
lisher. In 1877 he was appointed to Martins- 
burg. During that year he was elected chap- 
lain to Congress, and his resignation, Avhich Avas 
offered after a brief serA’ice, Avas highly hon- 
ored by an official resolution expressing deep 
regret git his retiring, but under the circum- 
stances approving the act, whicli resolution Avas 
handsomely engrossed and forAvarded to him. 
In November of the same year he was appoint- 
ed secretary^ of the Mayor of Baltimore. The 
death of Dr. Regester, October, 1881, left the 
presiding eldership of East Baltimore District 
vacant, which vacancy Dr. Poisal was appoint- 
ed to fill. Despite feebleness, faithfully Avas 
this done, and the gospel trumpet as he sound- 
ed it had much of its old power. His last 
quarterly-meeting at Trinity Church, Balti- 
more, Avas to himself and others a memorable 
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season. “ I never knew any thing like it,” he 
said. “I never had such a baptism. I was 
overwhelmed with God’s goodness and love. I 
think it may be an anointing for my departure.” 
Under the word he then preached, one seeking 
soul and her son in the congregation that night 
at the altar of prayer found peace in believing. 
After that meeting, to use his own expression, 
his soul was like that of a weaned child. 
Through weeks and months of suffering he 
magnified the sustaining grace of God, while 
he rejoiced in hope of his glory. AVhen one 
asked him how he was affected by the material- 
istic and skeptical views of the age, he an- 
swered; “Not at all. I have not now to go 
round about Zion to count her bulwarks; my 
principles of faith were settled long ago, and 
with these the assurance of my personal safe- 
ty.” “Home” was the word oftenest on his 
lips, the longing chiefly in his heart. “ Why 
should I not go at once?” said he. “I 
have served out my time; I am over seventy- 
five years old ; I am due at horned And 
with much emotion he added: “Just to think! 
such a poor worm of the earth shall see the 
King in his beauty.” When very weak, and 
just a short wliile before he died, he said: “I 
have no fear; all is calm; • 

Not a «ioubt can arise 

To darken my skies, 

Or hide for one moment my Lord from mine eyes;” 

And with much emphasis continued : 

“But this I do find, 

We two are so joined. 

He’ll not live in glory and leave me behind.” 

Whenever he was able to speak he must needs 
talk of Him whom he had preached for fifty- 
five years, and of whom he fain would cry in 
death, “Behold! behold the Lamb!” Peace- 
fully he fell asleep. In 1831 he married Miss 
Ann Maria Wood, a niece and member of the 
household of the elder Dr. Bond; and to her 
untiring devotion and sympathy may be at- 
tributed much of his subsequent happiness and 
usefulness. She and one son, Thomas B. Pois- 
al, survive him. While the ministry of Dr. 
Poisal was uniformly acceptable and useful, in 
some charges it was attended with powerful re- 
vivals. In Exeter Street Church, Baltimore, 
laboring with the Rev. Charles B. Tippett, in 
1838-9, a memorable revival occurred. With- 
out any adventitious or sensational accompani- 
ment or foreign help, for eighteen months the 
meeting continued, week after week, the church 
being crowded and the altar filled with peni- 
tents. Fifteen hundred were converted, among 
them some most desperate cases. While in the 
New York Conference, in 1841-2, similar re- 
sults followed. Several who to-day are stand- 
ard-bearers in St. Paul’s and other prominent 
New York churches were converted during the 
meetings then held ; and shortly after, as a re- 
sult, Seventeenth Street Church was organized. 
While at Nazareth Church, Philadelphia, in 
1850, his labors were blessed with a revival, 
and about three hundred were added to the 
Church. An illustrative incident occurred 



during his last illness. A minister from a dis- 
tance, visiting Baltimore, called three times 
before Dr. Poisal was able to see him, but he 
said he could not leave without an interview. 
He was one of the converts of that Nazareth 
revival — one, as he said, of fourteen young 
men who through its influence had dedicated 
themselves to the work of the Christian minis- 
try. As a preacher Dr. Poisal was fluent, often 
eloquent, pleasant in style and pulpit manners, 
attractive and persuasive. He was faithful in 
warning, as also in teaching, every man under 
his care. He believed and preached Wesleyan 
theology concerning salvation by faith through 
Jesus Christ alone, a house with many man- 
sions for the redeemed of the Lord, and ever- 
lasting banishment from God for the finally im- 
penitent. Preaching both the law and the 
gospel, he was not too polite to warn sinners to 
flee the wrath to come. He was a man of fine 
personal presence, with a manner distinguished 
to a rare degree by courteousness, even courtli- 
ness, so that probably the term which all would 
recognize as most fitly characterizing him would 
be the “Christian gentleman;” and the root of 
this was, loving Christ, whom he had not seen, 
he loved the brethren, whom he did see. Add- 
ed to this social power, liis pastoral faithfulness, 
his simple, strong faith in the truths of the gos- 
pel, his experience of them in his own heart, 
his persuasiveness in presenting them to oth- 
ers, his sweetness in singing them as taught in 
our hymnology, his earnestness in exhortation, 
his power in prayer, were probably the means 
of his ministerial popularity and effectiveness. 
His funeral-services, attended by many promi- 
nent citizens and ministers of Baltimore, were 
conducted by the Revs. Thomas E. Carson and 
R. R. S. Hough, of this Conference, and the 
Revs. James H. Brown and Isaac P. Cook, of 
the M. E. Church. His remains rest in Mt. 
Olivet Cemetery.

marked in subjective Christianity than in other 
particulars. Subjecting every thing claiming 
his attention, or with which he had any thing 
to do, to the severest critical tests, and seeing 
first and constantly the difficulties of an enter- 
prise, he was less hopeful than others. His 
pei*sonal experiences in grace were not excep- 
tions to this established rule of critical severity 
and the habit of magnifying difficulties and un- 
derestimating advantages. In self-examination 
his eye first caught a view of self and sin and 
grounds of unworthiness and reasons to ques- 
tion the presence of saving grace. Accustomed 
to view the affaii-s of life in this way, it is not 
surprising that in contemplating the comforts 
of a growing family and the settled policy of 
the Church he served to withhold every thing 
from the ministry but the barest siqjport, he 
should undertake the mastery of tlie science 
and practice of medicine, nor that he should 
study the legal profession. This peculiarity 
also explains in a satisfactory manner the ab- 
sence of joyous states of mind, both in the most 
successful periods of his ministry and in the 
weary hours of protracted suffering. The in- 
trospective eye of others in the same state of 
grace with himself, resting exclusively on ob- 
jects ministering to comfort and hope of suc- 
cess, has brought joy and even triumph to their 
spirits. Of the truth and trustworthiness of 
Christianity, objectively considered, he had not 
a single doubt. Again and again he affirmed 
his belief of the doctrines of the Scriptures as 
held and expounded by the Church to which he 
belonged, as he was nearing the time of his de- 
parture. A few hours before, when it became 
evident that only a few more opportunities for 
conversation remained, his wife drew' near, and, 
bending over him, said, “ Is the lyord with you 
now, as you have so ardently wished and ear- 
nestly prayed he would be?” He bowed his 
head in affirmative answ'er. Then the room 
was quiet, and Death finished his now easy 
work, and the spirit silently fled away to the 
home of the just.

Isaac Sanders was nearly or quite a full- 
blooded Cherokee. He was born in the old 
home of the Cherokees — east of the Mississippi 
River. It is not now certainly known when he 
professed faith in Christ, but it is believed to 
have been in early life, and before coming 
West. He was admitted on trial into the In- 
dian Mission Conference, November 7, 1850; 
ordained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh, Octo- 
ber 29, 1854; ordained elder by Bishop Early, 
October 10, 1858; appointed toTahlequah Cir- 
cuit, 1850-1, 1851-2, 1853-4, 1854-5; to Sali- 
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savr, 1855-6, 1861-2, 1866-7, 1867-8; to Web- 
ber’s Falls, 1856 -7, 1859*60; to Grand Saline, 
1857-8, 1858-9, 1860-1; to refugee Cherokee 
Indians, 1864-5; to Bine Circuit, 1865-6; to 
Barren Fork, 1868-9, 1873-4; to Spring Creek, 
1869-70, 1870-1, 1871-2, 1875-6; District In- 
terpreter, 1872-3; to Spring Creek, and District 
Interpreter, 1874-5; to Fort Gibson and Talile- 
quah, 1876-7; to Fort Gibson, 1877-8 ; to Green- 
leaf, 1878-9; superannuated, 1879-82. Twen- 
ty-nine years he was on the eflfective list. The 
journal does not show a location nor a single 
complaint against him. The civil war found 
him preaching Christ to his refugee country- 
men. His services as Interpreter were effective 
and often in demand. He served Christ faith- 
fully in active life, and patiently bore affliction 
for years. The last year he did not leave his 
bed. His faith in Christ was unshaken to the 
last, and he gave unmistakable evidence of peace 
and joy triumphant while breathing his last 
hours. He died September 30, 1882, at his 
daughter’s house, five days after the adjourn- 
ment of his Conference.

Brother 
McHenry was a Creek, efficient as a minister 
of the gospel, a worthy example of the Chris- 
tian religion ; and died in peace.

Moses Mitciieel was born in the Indian 
Territory; converted when young; baptized by 
the Rev. Samuel Chicote; was admitted on trial 
in the Indian Mission Conference in 1876; or- 
dained deacon by Bishop McTyeire, and ad- 
mitted into full connection, in 1878; ordained 
elder by Bishop Pierce, 1880; appointed to 
Hichitee, 1876-7, 1878-9, 1879-80; to Okmul- 
gee, 1877-8; to Muskogee Circuit, 1880-1, 1881 
-2 ; to Eufaula Circuit, 1882-3. Brother Mitch- 
ell w'as a full-blooded Seminole, a good preach- 
er, always prompt, and beloved by his people. 
He gave clear evidence of his faith in Christ 
in active life and of his devotion to the Master 



James McHenry. — The following facts in 
regard to the Rev. James McHenry are from 
the pen of the Rev. Samuel Chicote: “In re- 
sponse to the request of many friends of the 
Rev. James McHenry, deceased, to tell what I 
know of his life and labors as a laborer in the 
vineyard of the Master, I will endeavor to do 
so as best I can. He was born on Flint River, 
in the State of Georgia, birt as to date I do not 
know, as there was no record of his birth, and 
his mother and father both died while he was 
small. From the best knowledge I have or can 
get in regard to his age, I suppose he was some 
sixty-four or sixty-five years of age at his 
death. I first saw "him, in 1828-9, at the Meth- 
odist boarding-school near Fort Mitchell, in 
Alabama. His ministerial career began as an 
interpreter, in 1854, for the Rev. Morris Mitch- 
ell, with whom he visited the Annual Confer- 
ence held at Tahleqnah that year. I do not re- 
member what year he was ordained or received 
into the Indian Mission Conference, not being 
present. He and I both were ordained elders 
in the year 1859, at the Annual Conference 
held at the Old Creek Agency, over which 
Bishop Paine presided. Since that time I 
have been more intimately associated with 
him, and can say he Avas ahvays at his post, 
zealously working for his ^Master’s cause, and 
continued faithful unto the end. He has al- 
Avays been regarded as a prominent man among 
his people; served a number of years in the 
Upper House of our National Council and four 
years as President of the Senate, and Avas judge 
of Coweta District at the time of his death. 
The Nation, as Avell as the Church, sustains a 
great loss by his death.” He was admitted on 
trial into the Indian Mission Conference, Octo- 
ber 10, 1855 ; ordained deacon by Bishop Ear- 
ly, October 10, 1858; elder by Bishop Paine, 
1859; located in October, 1861; reiidmitted, 
September, 1866; appointed to North Fork, 
1855-6, 1859-60, 1860-1; to Creek Agency, 



as a minister .of the gpspel among his people. 
He gave evidence of ''triumph when passing 
through the sufferings of death. He died July 
27, 1883, among his friends and on his pastoral 
charge. His funeral-sermon was preached by 
Brother Thomas Little, of the Seminole Circuit.

Samuel Myers Avas born in Montgomery 
county, Virginia, October 24, 1806. He Avas 
of an honorable and pious parentage, and be- 
came pious in early life ; but he never entered 
the ministry until late in life. He Avas licensed 
to preach December 22, 1866. He Avas admit- 
ted on trial in the Illinois Conference, at Nasli- 
Aulle, at its tirst session, October 16, 1867, and 
Avas sent to Yates City, in Knox county, Illi- 



nois. In 1868 he Avas on Cuba Circuit. In 1869 
lie Avas receiA’ed into full connection, ordained 
deacon by Bishop McTyeire, and appointed to 
La Prairie, and continued on that circuit in 
1870; on Camden Circuit, 1871. This year he 
Avas elected elder and ordained by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh. In 1872 he labored on the Barrs 
Store Circuit; 1873, Pittsfield; 1874, Washing- 
ton Mission; 1875, McLeansboro Circuit; 1876, 
Ncav Douglass. In 1877 he Avas junior preach- 
er on the Gerard Circuit; 1878-9, Sherman 
Station. In 1880-1 he Avas supernumerary. In 
1882 he took a superannuated relation. Fie 
Avas connected Avith the Conference sixteen 
years, thirteen of Avhich he Avas effective, dur- 
ing Avhich time he endured hardships from in- 
adequate support, exposure, and trials that de- 
manded the highest forms of manly courage 
and Christian consecration. Brother Myers, 
having entered the ministry late in life, did 
not make that advancement in liis pulpit label's 
that he Avould have made if it had been other- 
Avise; yet he was abundantly successful. He 
Avas conA'erted in Virginia in 1828, and during 
all the years of his lay membership, in the of- 
fices of exhorter and class-leader, he had the 
spirit and zeal of the ministry. .Jerusalem Avas 
his chief joy, and labor for the Church his 
loved employ. His last sickness Avas protracted 
and painful, but through grace he Avas resigned 
and happy. He died in great peace, at the res- 
idence of his daughter, in St, Louis county, 
Missouri, July 6, 1883, in the seventy-seventh 
year of his age. 

Charles Alexander Henson Avas born in 
Marshall county, Kentucky, December 12, 1850; 
Avas converted October 4, 1873, and joined the 
Church in May, 1874; Avas licensed to preach 
by the Rev. H. B. Avery, of the Memphis Con- 
ference, at Leigh’s Chapel, on the Birmingham 
Circuit; Avas ordained deacon by Bishop Kava- 
naugli at Mayfield, Ky., November, 1879. In 
the spring of 1880 he removed to Pulaski coun- 
ty, as a local preacher became a member of the 
Quarterly Conference of Pulaski Circuit, and for 
the remainder of that Conference-year assisted 
Brother Nelson on Pulaski Circuit. He Avas re- 
ceived on trial in the traveling connection in the 
Illinois Conference, at Marion, September, 1880, 
and Avas appointed to the Pulaski Circuit. He 
served the people faithfully, acceptably, and suc- 
cessfully. He Avas returned to that circuit in 
1881, and did another hard yeaPs work. His sal- 
ary Avas small, and he supplemented it by teach- 
ing school both day and night. He visited and 
preached Saturdays and Sundays. At the ses- 
sion of the Conference in September, 1882, at 
Rushville, he Avas taken into full connection.

and appointed to Marion Circuit; entered upon 
his work promptly and earnestly ; visited near- 
ly every family in the charge the first round. 
The people soon learned to love him. He was 
taken sick the latter part of November, and 
suffered much, but his heart was with God and 
his work. He preached often when his mind 
was aftected by his fever. He died the 6th of 
December, 1882. Brother Henson had an act- 
ive intellect, which he had improved by close 
study and general reading. He was well posted 
in the doctrines and general literature of the 
Church. He was a good preacher, a kind and 
zealous pastor. He leaves a widow and four 
children.

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Cykus Doggett was transferred to the ^^is- 
souri Conference from the Virginia Conference 
in 1868, and stationed in the city of St. Charles, 
Mo. His second appointment was to Flint Hill 
Circuit, and his third to Gallatin Station. After 
remaining in this Conference for five or six 
years, he was placed on the superannuated list. 
Brother Doggett was a good man and true, a 
sound, chaste, clear, doctrinal, and practical 
preacher of the old stamp; was well advanced 
in years wdien the final messenger came. For 
several years past he has lived within the 
bounds of the Virginia Conference. He has 
passed from the Church militant to the Church 
triumphant. 

Bekey Hill Spencer has been called to 
his reward in heaven. He w^as born in Burke 
county, North Carolina, March 23, 1819, and 
died at his home in Palmyra, Mo., August 2, 
1883. His ancestry came from England to 
Prince Edward county, Virginia, before the 
revolutionary war, while Virginia was still a 
British colony. While he was yet an infant, 
his parents removed from North Carolina to 
Missouri, and settled in Cape Girardeau coun- 
ty. Their house on Apple Creek was for many 
years a preaching-place and a home for Meth- 
odist preachers. Under the ministry of the 
Kev. Uriel Haw, of precious memory, Berry, at 
the age of sixteen years, joined the Church on 
probation as a seeker of religion. He had 
been piously trained. His mother especially 
seems to have impressed her spiritual life 
upon his character. She was a woman of act- 
ive religious zeal in the Church and in her 
family. When nineteen years old, he was con- 
verted at home on Sunday afternoon while his 
mother was praying for a sick sister. The sick 
sister and another sister were also converted. 
What a joy in that home! Soon after this he 
W'as deeply and solemnly impressed that he was 
divinely called to the work of the ministry. 
He was licensed to exhort by the Rev. Nelson 
Henry, the preacher in charge. January 5, 
1842, w'hile yet an exhorter, he was by the pre- 
siding elder placed in charge of Ripley Mis- 
sion. This certainly was a very strong expres- 
sion of great confidence in him. At the first 
quarterly-meeting thereafter on the mission he 
was licensed to preach. May 29, 1842. Filling 
out that year on Ripley Mission, he traveled 
the next year on Greenville Circuit, under the 
direction of the presiding elder. In Septem- 
ber, 1843, at Lexington, he was admitted on 
trial .into the traveling connection by the Mis- 
souri Conference. He was ordained a deacon 
by Bishop Soule, at Columbia, October 7, 1845 ; 
and an elder, at GlasgoAV, by Bishop Capers, 
October 3, 1847. He has received and filled 
the following appointments in the Conference : 
Oregon Circuit, 1843; Carrollton Circuit, 1844- 
5; Brunswick Station, 1846; Paris Circuit, 
1847-8; Fayette, 1849; Liberty Station, 1850; 
Fulton Circuit, 1851; Columbia Station, 1852- 
3; St. Joseph Station, 1854; Hannibal Station, 
1855; Palmyra Station, 1856-7; Louisiana Sta- 
tion, 1858; Fayette District, 1859; St. Charles 




District, 1860-5; Hannibal District, 1866-9; 
Shelbyville Circuit, 1870; Hydesburg Circuit, 
1871; Macon District, 1872-5; Paris Circuit, 
1876; Mt. Olives Circuit, 1877-8; Monroe City 
Circuit, 1879; Fayette District, 1880-1; Mon- 
roe City Circuit, 1882. Brother Spencer was 
reelected five times by his brethren of the Mis- 
souri Conference to the General Conference, and 
was a member of every session of that body, 
excepting one, since 1858. He was eminently 
a sound, strong, and scriptural preacher. Few 
men were so ready in the Scriptures as he. He 
possessed in the highest degree the love and 
confidence of his brethren. He was in an em- 
inent degree a pure and holy man, diligent and 
faithful in all his work. In the Missouri Con- 
ference the memory of Berry H. Spencer will 
long be precious. For many years Brother 
Spencer was a great sufferer, and in his last 
sickness and for months his sufferings w'ere ex- 
treme; but he endured it all as seeing Him 
who is invisible. He was ready and anxious 
to depart and to be with Christ. He leaves a 
true and faithful wife, who from the days of his 
early manhood has shared with him the toils 
and privations incident to the life of a travel- 
ing Slethodist preacher; also eleven children, 
to mourn their loss. We commend them to 
the loving-kindness of our Father in heaven.

When a boy, he removed with his parents to 
Kentucky; thence to Missouri about the year 
1830, and settled in Davies county, wliere he 
embraced religion and joined the M. E. Church, 
July 17, 1833. He was licensed to exhort by 
the Grand River Mission Quarterly Conference 
in 1834, and the year following, on the same 
mission, February 21, 1835, was licensed to 
pi’each. His license is in the handwriting of 
and signed by Jesse Green, presiding elder. He 
traveled one year as a supply. He joined the 
Missouri Conference in 1836; ordained deacon 
in Boonville by Bishop Soule, September 13, 
1838 ; ordained elder by Bishop Morris, in Pal- 
myra, October 10, 1841. Brother Dryden was 
married to Miss Rebecca C. Burford, by tlie 
Rev. T. T. Ashby, September 17, 1838. He 
found in her a helpmeet indeed, who shared 
with him the toils and privations incident to 
the itinerant life for nearly half a century. He 
labored consecutively on the following charges : 
In 1835, Grand River Mission ; in 1836, Bowl- 
ing Green Circuit; in 1837, Neangua Circuit; 
in 1838, Green Circuit; in 1839, Sarcoxie Cir- 
cuit; in 1840, Independence Circuit; in 1841-

Israel. We will let Dr. J. B. Landreth, of the 
North Texas Conference, finish this sketch: 
“After he became superannuated he came to 
live with his children, near Whitesboro, Gray- 
son county, Texas, where he made his home 
until his death, which occurred November 21, 
1882, at 3:30 p.m. On my way to Gainesville, 
the seat of the North Texas Conference, I 
learned at Whitesboro that Brother Dryden 
was very sick. I went to see him and spent the 
day with him. I found him suffering greatly, 
but cheerful, and glad to see me. He told me 
that his work was done, that he had no fears of 
the future, and was ready to go; made honor- 
able mention of many of his old friends and co- 
laborei’s of other years, special among whom he 
spoke of Thompson Perry. I willed to see 
Brother Dryden, on my return from the Con- 
ference, the day of his departure. I think 
perhaps he knew me. His suffering was most 
intense; but the Master said, ‘Peace, be still,’ 



and he quietly, without a struggle or a groan, 
fell asleep in Jesus, at the advanced age of sev- 
enty-three years six months and one day. I 
held the funeral-service in the church, and he 
was buried with Masonic honors. He needs no 
extended eulogy for truth and integrity from 
me as a Christian minister. If it be proper to 
say of any man, ‘In liim was no variableness 
nor shadow of turning,’ it might be said of C. 
F. Dryden.”

As a 
I)reacher Bx’other Dryden was above mediocrity 
— a sound theologian, an able defender of the 
doctrines of the Church, a man of God, always 
standing or moving in the foremost ranks of our 
Israel. We will let Dr. J. B. Landretli, of tlie 
North Texas Conference, finisli tliis sketch: 
“After he became superannuated lie came to 
live with his children, near ’Wldtesboro, Gray- 
son county, Texas, where he made his home 
until his death, which occurred November 21, 
1882, at 3:30 p.m. On my way to Gainesville, 
the seat of the North Texas Conference, I 
learned at Whitesboro that Brother Dryden 
was very sick. I went to see him and spent the 
day with him. I found him suffering greatly, 
but cheerful, and glad to see me. He told me 
that his work was done, that he had no fears of 
the future, and was ready to go; made honor- 
able mention of many of his old friends and co- 
laborers of other years, special among whom he 
spoke of Thompson Perry. I called to see 
Brother Dryden, on my return from the Con- 
ference, the day of his departure. I think 
perhaps he knew me. His suffering was most 
intense; but the Master said, ‘Peace, be still,’

and he quietly, without a struggle or a groan, 
fell asleep in J esus, at the advanced age of sev- 
enty-three years six months and one day, I 
held the funeral-service in the church, and he 
was buried with Masonic honors. He needs no 
extended eulogy for truth and integrity from 
me as a Christian minister. If it be proper to 
say of any man, ‘In him was no variableness 
nor shadow of turning,’ it might be said of C. 
F. Dryden.”

John A\^. AA^alton was born in Henderson 
county, Kentucky, November 2, 1853. He was 
the child of religious parents, who, in his in- 
fancy, dedicated him to God in the sacrament 
of baptism. He dated his religious training 
from this beginning, though his conversion did 
not take place until the summer or autumn of 



1870, under the ministiy of the Rev. W. AV. 
Cook. He was licensed to preach by the Cory- 
don Circuit Quarterly Conference, under the 
presidency of Dr. G. H. Hayes, in December, 
1875. As one of a class of nine, of whom he 
is the first to depart this life, he joined the 
Louisville Conference, at Henderson, in Octo- 
ber, 1877.^ Brother AV^alton was distinguished 
for the quiet dignity and sobriety that uniform- 
ly marked his deportment. Ilis life exhibited 
a simple but attractive piety that drew all to 
him. As a preacher he was solid and edifying 
rather than brilliant. AATthout eaidy educa- 
tional advantages, he tried by hard study to 
show himself a workman approved unto God, 
that needeth not to be ashamed. Had he lived, 
he would have been a most useful man and an 
excellent preacher. To us it seems strange that 
a life so full of promise should end so soon ; but 
the Master makes no mistakes — “he buries his 
workmen, but carries forward his work.” He 
hath said, “AA’^hat I do thou knowest not now, 
but thou shalt know hereafter.” Brother AA^al- 
ton was married to Miss Lizzie Davis, of Clin- 
ton county, Kentucky, October 14, 1880. AA'hen 
the summons came. Brother AA^alton was ready. 
He asked his young wife to read for him the 
fourteenth chapter of John. Precious words! 
As she read them, he commented upon and ap- 
plied them. Jesus was present at that scene, 
and over the shadow of death he cast the light 
of his countenance. Noble son, faithful preach- 
er, loving husband, we weep not*for thee, but 
for ourselves, and hail thee happy as having 
entered thy Master’s joy. Brother AA^alton died 
at Lewisport, Ky., November 26, 1882.

Henry B. Avery was born in Crockett 
county, Tennessee, June 24, 1839. His parents 
were both Methodists, and his father was a lo- 
cal preacher for many years. H. B. Avery was 
converted and joined the Church in 1858, and 
was appointed steward and class-leader, which 
offices he held till he joined the traveling con- 
nection. In May, 1860, he was licensed to 
exhort, and in July of the same year he was 
licensed to preach, and in the following Novem- 
ber, at Aberdeen, Miss., was received on trial 
in the Memphis Conference. He filled the fol- 
lowing appointments: In 1861, Dresden Cir- 
cuit; in 1862-3, Dyersburg; in 1864-5, Obion 
Mission; in 1866, Clinton Circuit; in 1867, 
Mayfield Station; in 1868, Dyersburg Circuit; 
in 1869-71, Dyersburg Station; in 1872, Dyers- 
burg Circuit; in 1873, Humboldt District; in 
1874, Paducah District. AV e suppose that about 
the close of this year he was transferred to the 
Pacific Conference, and put in ciiarge of the Vi- 
salia District, which he served for three years. 
In 1878 he was in the Fresno Station; in 1879- 
80, in San Jos4. Then he was transferred to the 
Florida Conference, and was .stationed in Jack- 
sonville during the years of 1881 and 1882. 
Last fall he was transferred to the Holston Con- 
ference, and stationed in Morristown, but died 
before he reached the field. We never saw 
Brother Avery — we mean we never enjoyed his 
counsel or his godly influence — but from Avhat 
we learn of him, we feel that we have lost a 
good minister of the gospel of Christ. 

Andrew G. Blankenbeckler was born in 
Johnson county, Tennessee, March 19, 1850. 

• When about twelve years of age, his parents 
moved to Washington county, Virginia, where 
he was brought up, and educated at Liberty 
Hall. On the 15th of November, 1870, he was 
married to Miss Josie V. Campbell, of Abing- 
don, Va. He was converted, and joined the 
M. E. Church, South, in November, 1875, un- 
der the ministry of .1. W. Dickey. On the 4th 
of March, 1876, he was licensed to exhort by 
the Quarterly Conference of the Emory Circuit, 
and on April 1, 1876, he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Abingdon 
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Circuit. He was received on trial in the Hol- 
ston Conference, at Cleveland, Tenn., in October, 

1877, and sent to the Gladeville Circuit, where 
he remained for two years, doing all the work 
of a Methodist preacher. At Abingdon, in Oc- 
tober, 1879, he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Pierce, and sent to the Greenville Circuit, 
where he remained for three years. Early in 
the third year his health gave way, and he was 
compelled to turn the work over to a local 
preacher, he remaining in charge. The Con- 
ference at Asheville last fall granted him a su- 
pernunjerary relation, but soon after Confer- 
ence he was employed by the presiding elder 
of the Morristown District to take charge of the 
Morristown Station. His health was rapidly 
improving, and he thought he was able for this 
work; but in less than two months his health 
again gave way, and he was forced to give up 
‘Tiis loved employ.” After this he traveled in 
the interest of a clothing house till his last and 
fatal affliction. On the loth day of August, at 
Johnson City, Tenn., he was taken suddenly 
ill, and thought he was then dying; but he im- 
proved so as to be able to reach home next day. 

This proved to be congestion of tlie brain, which 
did its sad w'ork at three and a half o’clock on 
Sunday morning, August 26, 1883. Brother 
Blankenbeckler was a man of no ordinary abil- 
ity, and as a pulpit orator stood above the av- 
erage. He was a man of untiring energy, do- 
ing whatever he undertook with all his might. 

He leaves a wife and four children without a Fall Branch Circuit, 
home or means. May God direct, and may 
they at last meet in heaven !

Stith H. A^:i)UEWS departed this life Sep- 
tember 22, 1S83, at the residence of a friend in 
Hickman county, Tenn. His brethren, who 
knew him well, loved him, and followed him to 
Ills burial, speak of his many virtues — that he 
was a man without guile, and devoted to his 
work. On the day of his death he was twenty- 
nine years eleven months and eighteen days 
old. lie appeared to be older, for the reason 
tliat he was never a boy in habits or thoughts, 
imd it is said that back to his childhood he 
uever enjoyed a release of one day from dis- 
ease. In wef^ness and weariness and hiintness, 
he was always ready at the call of his Master 
t() go and to do. He was reared in Williamson 
county, and for one term was a diligent student 
of V a'nderbilt University. His iirst ministerial 
work was in a Western Conference, where he 
was employed as a supply on a large and poor 
circuit. Not being able either to buy or borrow 
a horse, he met every appointment — some of 
them ten and fifteen miles apart — on foot. His 
brethren knew but little of his early life. It is 
said that when quite a youth, such was his de- 
sire for knowledge, lie would go out into a 
field at night and fire a stump, so that he might 
undisturbed sit by it and read. He joined the 
Tennessee Annual Conference oil trial in the 
autumn of 1874. He was an itinerant preach- 
er in its broadest sense; he held back nothing 
from his Lord; he held no title to any thing in 
tills world; he had no home, and wanted none 
but heaven. He never had an appointment 
that paid him as much as one hundred dollars, 
and yet he and his beloved wife were not cast 
down, but always happy, contented, and in la- 
bors abundant. The absence of money did not 
jeopardize his honor, for he was faithful and 
honest in all his dealings. His brethren speak 
of his consecration and Ids knowledge of the 
Scriptures. An ardent admirer affirms “that 
lie was better posted in theology than any man 
he ever saw of his age and opportunities.” 
Wliile he read many books, lie was a man em- 
I phatically of one book. Ilis jireaching was 
strong, exegetical, and Methodistic. When any 
one made reference to his hard work aiul small 
pay, he wouhl answer, “I walk by faitb, not by 
sight.” His last work w as the La Fayette Cir- 
cuit. He only desisted from labor when ex- 
treme feebleness of body forbade any exertion. 
In his last illness, when his feet were on the 
margin of the river, he spoke with his latest 
breath: “O Jesus, thou knowest that I love 
thee!” Truly this man who has fallen was a 
valiant man in Israel.

John J. Roberts was born in Green county, 
Pennsylvania, November 25, 1817. He was 
reared on a farm, and without the advantages 
of schools which thousands of other men, who 
have (lone far less in life than he, enjoyed. He 
attended school during the three winter months 
of the year only; the rest of the time was spent 
in the labors of the farm. At seventeen years 
of age his health failed, and he continued feeble 
for eight years. At eighteen he was converted, 
mainly through the instrumentality of his 
mother; was received into the Church by the 
Rev. Samuel E. Babcock, of the Pittsburg Con- 
ference. When twenty-four he went to Alle- 
ghany College, where he spent three sessions. 
His feeble health while there greatly impeded 
his progress — so much so that lie declared the 
time was spent very unsatisfactorily. Amid 
all these busy years he declares he enjoyed the 
constant communion of the Holy Ghost. Re- 
turning home from college, he taught a school 
near his father’s home for two years. It was 
during this time he was licensed to exhort, and 
ill April, 1842, was licensed to preach, by the 
Rev. J. G. Sansom; the Rev. B. F. Sedwick, 
now of the Kentucky Conference, being the 
preacher in charge. In July of the same year 
he was received on trial into the Pittsburg 
Conference, and transferred to the Arkansas 
Conference by Bishop Morris. This was all 
done without his knowledge, and took him 
completely by surprise. Besides, he felt that 
he was totally unht for such a work, and said 
he had no idea he could ever make a preacher. 
He had no money and no outfit with which to 
make the long journey to what was then a 
wilderness country. In his perplexity kind 
friends voluntarily came to his relief, and he 
was fitted out. On October 31st he bid farewell 
to home and friends, and started to Arkansas, 
and landed at Helena, the seat of the Confer- 
ence, on the 14th of November, 1842. He was 
sent that year to Mt. Vernon Circuit, where he 
had fine success; from thence he was sent to 
Van Bui'en and Fort Smith Station, where he 
had equal success. In 1844 he was or(iained 
deacon by Bishop Morris. Sent next to Bates- 
ville Circuit, where God honored him; thence 
to Washington Circuit, in Hempstead county. 
During these years many thrilling scenes oc- 
curred, and in all these places he laid the foun- 
dation of a substantial future for the Church. 
He was ordained elder in 1846 by Bishop 
Paine. But the time would fail us to recUunt 
all his labors and his triumphs as an itinerant 
preacher. For more than forty years he stood 
as a champion in our Israel, sustaining all the 
relations of an itinerant preacher with great 
acceptability. During this time his heart was 
made glad at the sight of more than six thou- 
sand souls being led to God. His manner of 
life was well known — God and the Church were 
his all, and “Duty” was his watch -word. 
Through rain and snow, through heat and cold, 



he was diligent in his Master’s service until 
called up on high. The writer asked him the 
day befoi’e he died what message he had for his 
brethren of the ministry. “Tell them,” said 
he, “I died all right, and without the shadow 
of a cloud.” And we may add ; “ Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth ; Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors.” TJius passed away, at eight 
o’clock A.M. March 14, 1883, one of the Lord’s 
noblest workmen; and as he descended into the 
vale where darkness might have been expected, 
and where the vision of earth grew dim, his 
face became aglow with the glory of the celes- 
tial world, he cried, “Light! light! light!” and 
went home to God. lie was buried at Dar- 
danelle. Ark., March 15, 1883. The funeral- 
service was conducted by the Rev. John W. 
Boswell, assisted by the Revs. V. V. Harlan, M. 
E. Butt, James A. Anderson, and John W. 
Heagan. His brethren of this Conference will 
hold him in dear remembrance, while they ex- 
tend the most cordial sympathy to his bereaved 
family, and pray that we may have many more 
like him in faith, in love, and in good works. 

Jesse Griefin was born December 24, 1801 ; 
at the age of twenty professed faith in Christ 
and joined the M. E. Church. Being so de- 
voted to the cause of his Master, Brother Grif- 
fin was soon appointed class-leader. In this 
capacity he labored to lead the class in green 
pastures and beside still waters. In 1826 he 
was licensed to exhort, which relation he sus- 
tained for twelve years. By the pressing re- 
quests of his brethren he was licensed to preach 
in 1838. Brother Griffin was ordained deacon 
by Bishop Janes, at Somerville, Tenn., Novem- 
ber 24, 1844. He moved to this State, and in 
1853 Avas received on trial in the Arkansas Con- 
ference, and was appointed to the Gainesville 
Circuit. He Avas ordained elder at tiiis Confer- 
ence, AA'hich AA'as held by Bishop Andrew at 
Tulip, Ark. In 1854 Brother Griffin Avas sent 
to the Lebanon Circuit; in 1855-6, to the Jas- 
per AA'ork; in 1857, to the Waldron Circuit; in 
1858, to the Ozark Circuit. At the close of this 
year he located, and remained in the locxil 
ranks eight years, during Avhich time he traA'- 
eled several Avorks as supply. In the fall of 
1866 he Avas readmitted, ami appointed to the 
Big Creek Circuit, whicli charge he filled tAVO 
successive years. In the fall of 1868 he Avas 
sent to the Clinton Circuit, Asdiich Avork he also 
traveled tAvo years in succession. In 1870 he 
Avas appointed to the Big Creek Circuit tlie 
third time. In 1871 lie AV’as appointed to the 
Marshall Circuit, Avhere he traveled tivo years; 
and in 1873 he received his last appointment, 
Avhich was the Blufflon Circuit. At the close 
of this year. Brother Griffin AA'as granted a su- 
pernumerary relation. At the next Confer- 
ence, AA’hich AA'as held in 1875, he AA'as granted a 
superannuated relation, AAdiieh relation he sus- 
tained until God took him to the home of the 
gCKxl, June 28, 1883. At times, for several 
years. Father Griffin sufiered much; but that 
God AA'ho cheered his boyish lieart, and sus- 
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tainecl him during his many years of itinerant 
life, did not forsake him in his old age. Last 
year the writer conversed frequently with Fa- 
ther Griflin. He found him cheerful and liope- 
ful. For a number of years his natural vision 
had failed, but his faith vision became brigliter 
and brighter. Father Griffin died a triumph- 
ant death, and his works are following him. 

Edwin E. Harrison was the son of K. L. 
and M. L. Harrison; was born December 4, 
1837, and died July 31, 1883. His father was 
a preacher before him. lie was converted in 
his youth, in the year 1851, under the ministry 
of i)r. A. E. Winfield. He was licensed to 
preach in the year 1800, and was ordained dea- 
con in 1864, and elder in 1866. He tvas mar- 
ried to Hiss A. C. Ilarshaw, at Hickory Plains, 
Ark., October 8, 1800. At the session of the 
Ifittle Eock Conference in 1861 he was admit- 
ted into the traveling connection, and traveled 
in that Conference till the fall of 1806, when 
li€'. located. He remained in the local ranks 
thirteen years, and in 1880 was readmitted into 
the Little Kock Conference, and transferred to 
the Arkansas Conference, and was appointed to 
the Point Eemove Circuit, which he served one 
vear. At the next Conference he was appoint- 
ed to the Opelo Circuit, where he remained 
that year (1881) and this Conference-year till 
his death. He died in peace in his own home, 
leaving his wife and four children to mourn his 
departure. Brother Harrison was a good man, 
and desired to do good. He was not demon- 
strative in spirit nor labor, but loved God and 
his cause. He was prevented from doing that 
amount of itinerant work which he desired to 
do bv matters which he regarded sufficient to 
justify his course in reference to his itinerant 
life. In peace he closed his earthly course, and 
laying his armor by, passed into rest — into the 
home of the just. God bless the bereaved ones 
at home! 



Brother Pugh died as he had lived, full of faith 
and the Holy Ghost.

AVilliam K. Pugh was born July 28, 1849. 
Brother Pugh professed religion in 1866, and 
joined the M. E. Church, Soutli. He was li- 
censed to preach July 24, 1875, and remained a 
faithful, devoted local preacher until the An- 
nual Conference held at Ozark in the fall of 
1870, wliere he was received on trial. Brother 
Pugh was sent to one of the hardest works, if 
not the hardest, in the Conference— the Mount- 
ainburg Circuit. He did a faithful year’s work, 
and did it cheerfully. The reception was not 
so cold, the mountain so high, the impediments 
so great, as to quench the itinerant fire that 
S})arkled in his heart and burned in his bones. 
He was a close student, brought up his course 
of study, but at Conference was too unwell to go 
before the committee. Brother Pugh was next 
appointed to the Valley Springs Circuit with 
Brother Stork, but was unable to travel. He 
went home to his mother’s, in Baxter county, 
Arkansas, where he remained, and suffered 
with that deceitful disease consumption till No- 
vember 10, 1882, at which time he was released 
from sufiering and carried to his reward above.

Robert Michaees was born in Manchester, 
Va., February 12, 1812, and died at Amelia C. 
H. July 19, 1883. His parents were Philip 
and Mary Michaels ; the father, a sternly moral 
man, but not a professor of religion ; the moth- 
er, a godly woman, who died when her son was 
twelve years old, but left upon his heart the im- 
press of pious training and example. He was 
educated in the schools of the day, receiving a 
good training in classical learning as w^ell as in 
English studies. He was an eager student, and 
laid a good foundation for after-life. His first 
strong religious awakenings occurred in his 
twenty-second year, caused by hearing of the 
conversion of former companions and friends 
in Manchester. He was then living in Henri- 
co county, and the Rev. J. Boyd, pastor of 
Shockoe Hill Church, in Richmond, to w’hom 
he applied for advice, pointed him successfully 
to the cross of Christ, a conversion full of joy- 
ful peace ending the struggle, protracted and 
painful to the point of agony, through which 
he had passed. Late in life he said: “I had 
not then, nor have ever had since, a doubt of 
my conversion.” Feeling, very soon, a call to 
preach the gospel, he obeyed the Divine Spirit, 
w'ithout consulting flesh and blood; w^as li- 
censed; traveled New' Kent Circuit, under the 
presiding elder, the Rev. Moses Brock; and at 
Conference, held in Norfolk February 10, 1836, 
was received on trial into the Virginia Confer- 
ence with a class, of w'hom only the Rev. B. R. 
Duval and Dr. William Carter remain alive. 
For three years lie traveled as junior preacher 
on circuits, his health being feeble and ultimate 
recovery doubtful at first, on which account lie 
was not admitted into full connection till the 
end of the third year. Thenceforward there 
w'as no pause for thirty -five years — on circuits, 
stations, and districts. At the Conference of 
1874 he was obliged to superannuate, in conse- 
quence of neuralgic attacks of frequency and 
great violence, by which Ids health w'as broken 
down. After he had endured untold agonies 
from this cause, the last few years were com- 
paratively devoid of pain, but considerable 
‘deafness and great feebleness prevented all pos- 
sibility of return to regular labor in his “loved 
employ.” Provided with a home at Amelia C. 
H. by the forethought of some of his brethren, 
he, spent the evening of his life there, with the 
devoted and faithful wdfe of his youth and sev- 
eral of his children by his side, laboring when- 
ever and wherever his strength w’ould allow. 
Brotlier Michaels was a prominent member of 
the Conference for many years. A presiding 
elder for nine years, in charge of important sta- 
tions for thirteen years, he was a leader of our 
hosts recognized and valued throughout the 
Conference. He w'as a member of the General 
Conference of 1858. As a preacher he justly 



occupied a high position. He W'as an earnest 
student of the Scriptures and a close reader of 
books to the last, llis preparations for the pul- 
pit were careful and tliorough. He spoke read- 
ily and impressively. His voice, always pleas- 
ant and musical, acquired a commanding tone 
whenever he w'as in full career of speech. He 
was often highly eloquent, and in fervency and 
pow'er bore dow’n all opposing influences. A 
deeply experienced Christian and a sound theo- 
logian, his preaching liad great and permanent 
fruit. Thousands of souls were converted un- 
der his ministry, in some cases more than tw'o 
hundred in a single protracted meeting. Edi- 
fication, confirmation and establishment, conso- 
lation nnd support, his w'ord furnished to the 
people of God. Several of the ministers of the 
Conference are his spiritual children, and on 
many others of his younger brethren his minis- 
try left abiding impressions of the most saluta- 
ry nature. He preached as long as he could 
summon strength. The writer heard him at a 
District Conference in 1880 preaclrpow'erfully 
and clearly, though very feeble in body. He 
W'as last present with his brethren in Confer- 
ence in 1881 at Charlottesville. Perhaps no 
holier man has ever gone from our company to 
the better land than Robert Michaels. Truly 
converted, he gave himself wholly to God, and 
engaged in the W'ork of preaching against great 
opposition from his father. The sacrifices and 
toils of his ministry drew' him close to Christ, 
and he was made “perfect through suffering” 
in the ill health of his earlier life and the in- 
tense and prolonged pain and trials of his lat- 
ter days. Excruciating suffering was endured 
by him patiently and unmurmuringly, without 
his being rendered sour, petulant, or hasty. 
He glorified God in the days of that agonizing 
visitation, and was an example to all believers 
in faitli, hope, and love. His humility and 
freedom from self-seeking and vanity w'ere very 
conspicuous traits ; nor did his deep piety ever 
wear a sanctimonious guise. He was cheerful, 
bright, and affable; fond of a joke, and could 
laugh most heartily; and never by ascetic nar- 
rowness offended the least of all God’s children 
w'ho came near him. His last hours w'ere tri- 
umphant. He had declined steadily for sever- 
al years, and in July last it was evident that he 
could not last long. He himself realized the 
nearness of his end, and expressed himself fully 
as his strength would allow in reference to his 
perfect readiness to depart and the arrange- 
ments concerning his burial. During these last 
days ^ he Avas in rapture almost constantly, 
praising God and exulting in hope of eternal 
life ready to be revealed. When his speech 
failed, he lifted his hand (a signal before agreed 
on) in almost the very article of death, in token 
of his continuance in that ecstatic frame. And 
so, follow'ed by liis loved ones, Avith tenderest 
attentions and devout syinj^athy, “to the last 
lonely point” of earthly life, he ascended to 
the saints’ everlasting life. His funeral Avas at 
Centenary Church, Richmond, to Avhich his re- 
mains Avere brought from Amelia, and Avhence 
they Avere conveyed to the Hollywood Cemetery 
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and laid to rest till the resurrection of the 
just. 

Benjamin Cleviers Spieler ivas born 
May 13, 1819, in Northumberland county, Vir- 
ginia. His parents were Patrick and Louisa 
Spiller. His mother was a deeply pious wom- 
an. Brotlier Spiller had reached his twentieth 
year before he made a profession of religion. 
That happy event occurred at liehoboth Church, 
on Lancaster Circuit, then in the Baltimore 
Conference. In August, 1845, he joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. For a short time 
he taught school, ljut was all the while deeply 
exercised on the subject of preaching the gos- 
pel. He was soon convinced that by divine 
appointment this was his life-work; follow- 
ing these convictions, he obtained license to ex- 
hort; and proving useful in that capacity, he 
was clothed with authority to preach in 1848 ; 
and in the same year, in ElizabeUi City, N. C., 
he was received in the Virginia Conference. 
For thirty-five years he prosecuted his high 
and holy calling. His Avork was distributed 
among the following circuits: Prince EdAvard, 
Princess Anne, llanoA’^er, Goochland, Appo- 
mattox, Camden (N. C.l, NeAV Kent, Mecklen- 
burg, Southampton, Randolph-Macon, York, 
King and Queen, and NorAvich Mission. In 
all these fields of labor, the most of them large 
and laborious. Brother Spiller did his AVOrk 
Avitli reference to the glory of God and the good 
of his felloAV-men. Thousands heard from his 
lips the message of salvation, and hundreds ac- 
knoAvledged him the instrument through Avhom 
they Avere brought to Christ. Brother Spiller 
Avas a good man. Even a limited acquaintance 
Avith him made this impression. His life Avas 
a manifestation of that type of goodness Avhk-h 
is the outgroAvth of a sound conversion — strict 
adherence to duty, unAvavering fidelity to God, 
sincere love for his felloAv-men, and entire con- 
secration to his great Avork as a Christian min- 
ister. As a preacher )ie proclaimed his mes- 
sage Avith no uncertain sound. His pulpit 
ministrations edified the Church and convinced 
sinners of their sins. He made Christians 
feel Avhile they listened to him that he Avanted 
them to be better men and Avomen. He im- 
pressed the AvavAvard and Avandering Avith the 
fact, “ he Avants me to be saved.” A large meas- 
ure of success reAvarded the toils of our lament- 
ed brother. His heart was often made glad by 
seeing the AVork of the Lord prospering in his 
hands. In all his appointments times of re- 
freshing came, and multitudes of people found 
the pearl of great price. A large and glorified 
company met him the evening he entered^ the 
celestial city, and claimed him as their spiritual 
father. Brother Spiller Avas happily married. 
In 1853 he married Miss Susan E. Nuckolls, 
of Goochland county, who sliared Avitli him an 
itinerant life of thirty years. She AA’as to him 
a helpmeet in the truest and highest sense, al- 
Avays taking a deep interest in his AVork, and in 
many respects contributed largely in making 
his labors efficient. The last work assigned to 
Brother Sp'dlej’ was Warwick Mission.

soon after Conference as he could, he Avent to 
this Avork, and determined to do the best he 
could. There being no place on the mission for 
his family, it Avas necessary for him to be sep- 
arated from them. This, to him, Avas a severe 
trial. But the grace of God sustained him. 
He had preached only a fcAV times, Avhen on 
the 15th day of March, at the residence of Wm. 
GarroAV, Esq., in the county of WarAvick, he AA^as 
stricken doAvn Avith paralysis. He lingered 
until the 5th of April, and then calmly and 
peacefully pasvsed aAvay to the rest and rcAvard 
of heaA'en. At Providence Church, in York 
county, Va., all that is mortal of our dear 
brother is bui’ied. It is fitting that he should 
sleep there. For at that church he preached ‘ 
for four years, and around him rest, until the 
morning of the resurrection, many of his best 
and dearest friends. His grave is inclosed Avith 
a substantial iron railing, a marble slab is placed 
at his head, and the inscription closes Avith the 
Avords : 

“ Servant of God, well done ! 

Rest from thy loA-ed employ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy.”

As long as he Avas 
able to apply himself, he Avas a close student of 
the Avord of God. It Avas his custom to read a 
chapter or more of the NeAv Testament in the 
original every day. Fcav young men Avere 
more gifted in apt and appropriate quotations 
from the AVord of God than Avas Brotlier Y^oung. 
His sermons Avere carefully thought out, and 
then patiently Avritten doAvn in full and com- 
mitted to memory, Avord for AA'ord, before he 
Avent into the jAulpit. Doubtless the labor and 
confinement required by this kind of prepara- 
tion for preaching hurried him to an untimely 
grave. In tlie social circle, in the sick-room, 
or on the streets, Brother Young Avas always 
the same dignified, polished Christian gentle- 
man, commending the gospel of Christ by his 
deportment as Avell as by his Avords. Wherever 
he Avent the people esteemed him highly in 
love for his Avork’s sake and for the simplicity 
and purity of his lieart and life. His end Avas 
sudden, and unexpected by his family and 
friends, but he Avas ready for the summons 
Avhen it came. “Thanks be unto God, Avho 
giveth us tlie victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

James G. Cakeisee Avas born September 10, 
1801, in Union District, South Carolina. He 
Avas the son of the Rev. Coleman Carlisle, 
Avhose Avork Avas precious to the saving of his 
OAvn household as well as of othei's. Of a large 
family all became Christians at an early age, 
and it is believed so continued to the end ; and, 
last of all, the subject of this sketch Avg.s con- 
verted in 1829. In the year 1832, at l^eely’s 
Camp-ground, Alabama, he Avas licensed to 
preach. In 1836 he Avas ordained deacon by 
Bishop AndrcAv, and elder in 1837, from Avhich 
dates it Avould appear that he Avas not ordained 
deiioon as soon as elected. In 1848 he Avas ad- 
mitted on trial into the Alabama Conference, 
and iu 1850 Avas admitted into full connection, 
and tinnsferred to the Mississippi Conference. 
Thence.^oi'Avard his work in the Mississippi Con- 
ference Avas continuous and faithful, OAvned of 
God and jArofitable to the Church. His ap-

more numerous than noAv. The reproofs to 
their behavior in the congregation Avere re- 
garded as insults, and opportunities of venge- 
ance Avere sought; yet he so conducted him- 
self as both to aAve the braggarts and to shoA\- 
the po Avers of restraint possessed over his OAvn 
passions. As a preacher he Avas clear and for- 
cible in argument, often quaint in expression or 
sharp in satire, and again truly elotpient as he 
rose Avith his theme, and touchingly tender in 
his pathetic strains. Upon some topics he Avas 
truly a master in Israel ; in none was he dull 
or Aveak. The quaintness of his similes often 
sent a ripple througli his congregation, but 
oftener did his pathos melt them to tears or his 
higher flights of eloquence e\’oke the shout of 
praise. His descriptive poAvers AA'ere great. 
He dreAV his pictures Avith no shadoAvy outline; 
they all stood out in Avhite liglit. His deline- 
ations of men’s inner thoughts and motives 
Avere often so clear that men believed them to 
be personal. One one occasion such a one ap- 
proached him, angrily saying, “Y'ou meant 
that for me, did you?” “No,” replied he; “I 
Avas not thinking of you; but if the coat fits, 
Avear it.” The ofiended man Avent aAvay Avith- 
out another Avord. The offender often trem- 
bled as he listened to the impassioned Avords 
Avarning him of the Avrath to come. Yet he 
Avas tender and gentle in his nature. His 
fondness for children Avas so great, and his 
poAver of Avinning them so effective, that he 
Avas hardly seated in a house Avhere he Avas Avell 
knoAvn before the children Avould be croAvding 
around him, clinging to his knees or putting 
their hands into his pockets in search of some- 
thing supposed to be in tlieir capacious depths. 
Brother Carlisle rejoiced in the verities of reli- 
gion. He had no use for the speculative or 
metajihysical; they might or might not be 
true, but he used to say there Avere more things 
absolutely true than he could master or use in 
this Avorld. His faith Avas therefore intensely 
realistic. The doctrines connected Avith the 
atonement, justification, regeneration, heaven, 
hell, and all their concomitants, stood in his 
mind as the pillars of a tetnple that should 
abide forever. His religious experience Avas 
broad, deep, and rich. He generally dreAV from 
it in the close of his sermon, especially in later 
life. “ I must Avash down my dinner Avith one 
cup of that Avater,” said he. The counterpart 
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of strong, vivid experience is clear, lively hope. 
Xever were man’s hopes brighter. His treas- 
ures were in heaven, and he loved to talk about 
tlieni. Death had lost all terrors before the 
final hour. Said he to a friend who had called 
to see him, and w^as taking leave, which he be- 
lieved to be the last: “Yes, and thank God I 
am ready ! I and the old lady have traveled 
the road together for sixty years, but I think 
I ’ll beat her home.” Thus, as his steps glided 
down gently to the stream, did he quietly and 
trustingly enter the shadows. “Do you have 
doubts now. Uncle Jimmie?” “No,” answered 
he; “religion is true, and Jesus can save.” 
With the precious words moving his dying- 
lips, he passed away; and who will doubt but 
that the first utterance upon the other side was 
“Jesus?”

Wayne Kennedy was born in Mason coun- 
ty, Kentucky, October 23, 1812, and departed 
this life, at his home in Randolph county. West 
Virginia, March 2, 1883, at five o’clock p.m. 
Of his ancestry and early history we have no 
information, and consequently we are unable to 
say any tiling definite as to his educational ad- 
vantages in early life. We presume, however, 
they were limited to the ordinary country 
schools of his time. He was not the child of 
fortune, but was well acquainted with the hard- 
ships of a life of toil. In this valuable school 
he learned the important lesson of self-reliance, 
and developed great energy and decision of 
character. He was active, industrious, and 
persevering in all his undei'takings, and in no 
sense a negative or indolent character. His 
mental endowments were of a very high order, 
and with a diligent use of limited opportuni- 
ties he gradually acquired a vast amount and 
variety of knowledge, and was ever ready as a 
preacher to bring forth things new and old. 
His mind was well balanced and of a strong 
logical turn, and it seemed to be natural and 
easy for him to bring order out of confusion in 
the discussion of a subject. He had a good 
memory, which had been well trained, and it 
served him faithfully and helped him to gain 
many a victory. We have no definite informa- 
tion in regard toBrotlier Kennedy’s early relig- 
ious history, but we think he became a Chris- 
tian wdien he was comparatively young. He 
was a thorough Methodist in belief, and was 
for several years a successful local preacher be- 
fore he entered the traveling connection. At 
the organization of the Western Virginia Con- 
ference, in 1850, he responded to the call for 
men, and placed himself in line with that no- 
ble band which has become so sacred in the his- 
tory of our Conference. He was admitted on 
trial at that (the first) session of the Confer- 
ence, and from that time on his name is famil- 
iar and prominent in the history which he in 
no mean sense has helped to make. We are 
not informed as to his first field of labor, but 
we find that his second and third years were 
spent on the Ravenswood Circuit. His fourth 
and fifth years were spent in the service of the 
Point Pleasant Circuit, and the sixth and sev- 
enth on the Little Kanawha Circuit. Wliile 
on this work he commenced the publication of 
a religious newspaper under the name of The 
Southern Methodist Itinerant, devoted mainly to 
the interests of this Conference and the defense 
of our division of Methodism in the exciting 
controversies of those times. In 1856 he was 
appointed to the Williamstown Circuit, where 
he served two years as preacher in charge, and 
also continued to publish his paper. The value 
and importance of the paper became apparent, 
and its gradual growth made it impossible for 
him to longer meet* its demands and also meet 
the claims of a pastoral charge ; hence in 1858 
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he located his printing establishment in Park- 
ersburg, and from that time on to the disorgan- 
ization of the Conference, in 1861, he was nom- 
inally assigned to the station and adjoining 
circuit. At the reorganization of the Confer- 
ence, in February, 1866, he was appointed pre- 
siding elder of the Clarksburg District, an I 
was also elected a delegate to the General Con- 
ference held in New Orleans May, 1866. In 
that memorable General Conference he served 
his constituents faithfully and courageously. 
After his heroic efforts to save to us our Green- 
brier District had failed, and when all other 
hearts despaired of our ability to survive this 
action of the General Conference on bounda- 
ries, it was then that Wayne Kennedy threw 
himself alone into the breach, and with tears 
and entreaties he overcame the w'ell-meant 
counsels of sympathizing friends, and succeed- 
ed in retaining our mutilated Conference on 
the list of Conferences, at least in name. Any 
man less determined and hopeful would have 
surrendered to the seemingly inevitable, and 
in that event Southern Methodism would have 
almost been a thing of the past within these 
bounds. The value of this timely service in 
that great ciisis can scarcely be overrated by 
any who properly appreciate the existence of 
this Conference. We deem it meet and proper 
to make mention of these services, and cause 
the records of our living and growing (.’onfer- 
ence to show that we are not forgetful of nor 
ungrateful for the good work done by our de- 
parted brother. After returning from the Gen- 
eral Conference, Brother Kennedy entered vig- 
orously upon the work of reorganizing the 
Clarksburg District. Almost without preach- 
ers to assist and to take charge, he went to work 
and traveled from place to place, hunting up 
and encouraging the broken and almost de- 
spairing fragments of the once prosperous 
charges that constituted the Clarksburg Dis- 
trict of former days. At the call of this gallant 
leader the people began to look up and have 
hope. Faithful members rallied to the stand- 
ard. God raised up men to help, and our cause 
gradually and rapidly arose out of the ashes. 
Instead of being dead, as many supposed, we 
soon moved on beyond our former bounds and 
added largely to our strength in various direc- 
tions. By the division of this territory for a 
time. Brother Kennedy served in the office of 
presiding elder for six years, and then retired 
to his home greatly enfeebled in body, and with 
his health permanently impaired. He accepted 
the supernumerary relation, but still served the 
Randolph work as preacher in charge for one 
or two years, while he relied mainly upon his 
own efforts in other pursuits for a support. He 
has not attended our annual sessions for sev- 
eral years, not for lack of interest in our cause, 
but because of infirm health and accumulating 
cares which pressed upon him. His last illness 
was brief, though he had been a snflerer for 
years, and his death at that time was unexpected 
to his friends and probably to himself. But it 
was peaceful and without an agony, and we 
trust that the Master was ready and prompt 
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to fulfill his gracious promise to receive his 
servant into rest.

Fraxcis a. Owen, D.D., died in great peace 
March 16, 1883, at the residence of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. McGavock, Nashville, Tenn. He had 
been for several years a superannuated member 
of this Conference. No better summary of his 
life-work and career can be prepai-ed than the 
following, kindly furnished Ixy Rev. D. R. Mc- 
Anally, D.D., in his editoi-ial notice of Brother 
Owen shortly after his deatli: “Born in Bruns- 
wick county, Virginia, February 8, 1804, he 
early removed to Middle Teixnessee, where at a 
District Conference held in Columbia, Tenn., in 
June, 1822, he was regularly liceixsed to pi-each, 
and late in the same yeai-, or at an Annual Con- 
ference held at Ebenezer Meeting-house, in 
Greene county. East Tennessee, commencing 
October 16, 1822, he, with thirty-eight other 
pi-eaehei’s, was i-eceived on trial in the travel- 
ing connection in the bounds of the Tennessee 
Conference. It was a large class, including 
such men as E. T. Peery, once well known in 
Missouri; William Cumming, A. F. Di-iskill, 
J. II. Holland, Isaac Lewis, and others, whom 
tlie Chui-ch has reason to remember with grati- 
tude for their abundant labors. His first cir- 
cuit was Caney Fork, the Rev. A. Overall in 
chax-ge. By the Conference of 1823 he was sent 
to Knox Circuit, in East Tennessee, Thomas 
Madden in charge. His third year was spent 
on Greene Circuit. In the meantime, the Ten- 
nessee Conference having been divided and the 
Ilolston Confei-ence organized, at the end of his 
year on Greene Circuit he was transferi-ed back 
to the Tennessee Conference, and appointed to 
New Town Mission, among the Chei-okee In- 
dians, where he spent two years; then two 
years at Tuscumbia, Ala., after which he was 
again sent to the Indians as superintendent of 
all the Methodist missions then among that 
tribe, in which capacity he served one year. 



We have not space in which to follow him 
from year to year, on circuits, in stations, on 
districts, and in other ministerial woi-k during 
more than sixty yeai-s. He was the first preach- 
er the Methodists ever stationed in the city of 
Memphis. It was he who caused the building 
of the first church the same people ever had in 
Natchez, Miss. It was he who foi-med, and 
after the late war reoi-ganized, a presiding eld- 
ei-’s district among the colored people of the 
Mississippi bottoms. It was he wlio for sevei'al 
years, largely at his own expense aixd by his 
own editorial laboi-, sustained the Memphis 
Christian Advocate; and it was he who, in con- 
nection with the Rev. Dr. E. Stevensoix, fii-st 
had chai’ge of the Publishing House after its 
location at Nashville in 1854. His health fail- 
ing, he was compelled to take a supernumei-ai-y 
relation, wliich he sustained for some years 
pi-evious to 1874, in which year, having re- 
moved to St. Louis, Bishop Wightman appoint- 
ed him in charge of St. Paul's Chui-ch. The 
next year lie was regulai-ly transferred to the 
St. Louis Conference, and served the congrega- 
tion of the Chouteau Avenue Church two years, 
after which his healtli was such as compelled 
him to supei-annuate, in which relation he con- 
tinued till death.” He was earnest, fervent, and 
evangelical as a preacher, and he was a man of 
deep piety and devotion to good works. We 
honor him in name and memory as one to whom 
Jesus’ words may be applied: “If any man 
serve me, him will my Father lionoi-.” 

There is a world above, 

Where parting is unknown; 

A long eternity of love, 

Formed for the good alone: 

And faith beholds the dying here 

Translated to that glorious sphere. 

George IM. Effixger was born in Virginia. 
Coming to Missouri eai-ly in life, he connected 
himself with the itinerancy. After preaching 
for some years, he located and went into busi- 
ness; and after being a number of years in bus- 
iness, he again returned to the itinenint work 
in the St. Louis Conference. After preaching 
for a short time, lie was granted a superannu- 
ated relation, on account of ill health. He tvas 
a man of some culture and of fair preaching 
ability. Towai-d the close of his life his miml 
became unsettled, and a complication of dis- 
eases doubtless aggravated this condition so 
much that he could not at times be held re- 
sponsible for either his actions or utterances. 
For a few years previous to his death he suf- 
fered dreadfully, and sometimes for weeks could 
not lie down, but was compelled to kneel upon 
the floor, and resting his head upon a chair, in 
this position securcxl what sleep he could; but 
tlu-ough it all he never murmured. He died 
January 3, 1883. Death came suddenly to his 
release, and he passed into the presence of God, 
there, as we hope, to find relief and rest for- 
ever.

Af.EXANDER AIeaxs was born in Statesville, 
Iredell county. North Carolina, February 6, 
1801. His father vras native Irish, from the 
north of Ireland; his mottier, a I’ennsylvania 
woman, a Aliss AIcClellau. was of Scotch-Irish 
descent, who at a very early age removed with 
her parents to North Carolina. The early 
vouth of Dr. Aleans was spent under pressure 
of adverse circumstances, from the loss of fam- 



lent school taught by Air. Alilton Ladd. His 
progress in this school for several years w'as en- 
couraging. After this, his father, moving back 
to Statesville, tvas enabled to send him to the 
academy. Entering this institution when he 
was in his fourteenth year, he applied himself 
for four years diligently to the classics and oth- 
er studies, and laid a foundation for future 
culture and usefulness. This was his last op- 
portunity at school, for family resources were 
exhausted. He never enjoyed the advantages 
©f a regular college course. AAJiile at the acad- 
emy, his character and scholarship encouraged 
several gentlemen to offer him the advantages 
of Columbia College, in South Carolina. His 
good mother, fearing that her son’s character 
might be damaged by certain skeptical views 
and principles of the gifted ]>resident of this 
institution, promptly refused this generous prop- 
osition. Dr. Aleans afterward considered this 
the result of a most gracious providence. AA’^hen 
only eighteen years of age, lie entered the bat- 
tle unaided and alone. After teaching one year 
at AIpckville, N. C., his mother having died at 
AATlkesboro, he determined to come to Georgia. 
By tlie assistance of a friend, lie made a good 
part of the journey in a common road-wagon, 
but the greater part on foot. “AVith blistered 
feet and a sad heart,” he came to Alorgan <;onn- 
ty, Georgia, where other friends gave him tlieir 
indorsement, and so he obtained and taught a, 
school for one year in Green county. He aft- 
erward tauglit a scb.ool in Aladison, giving 
great satisfaction to his patrons. AA’^hen aliout 
twenty-five years of age, he abandoned teach- 
ing, and studied medicine under Drs. AAhilker 
and Randolph, in Aladison. In the autumn of 
1825 he went to Transylvania College, in I.,ex- 
ington, Ky., to attend a cour.se of lectures; 
making the journey of four hundred and fifty 
miles on horseback, for several days among the 
Indians, scarcely seeing a white man’s face. 
Afterward, he practiced medicine one year in 
Pntnam county, Georgia. Then he accepted a 
copartnershiji Avith Dr. Henry Gaither, of Cov- 
ington, Ga. ; and on the 2Gth of October, 1826, 
he located as a practicing physician in that 
jilace, Avhere he practiced medicine for six 
years. AA'hile a student of medicine, he joined 
the Alethodist Church at Aladison on the 24th 
of April, 1825, under the ministry of the Rev. 
Thomas Sandford. On the 25th of December, 
1827, he was happily married to Aliss Sarah A. 
AVinston, of Green county, Avho yet surviA^es 
him. He Avas licensed to exhort in the Aleth- 
odist Church in AlaA’’, 1828. In the following 
year he Avas licensed to preach at the Confer- 
ence meeting near Alonroe, in AAhilton county. 
He made his home in NeAvton county, whe*e he 
spent nearly fifty years of his life in various 
labors for the good of societv and the glorv of 
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God. When he came upon the stage of life in 
Georgia, tliere was need of such a spirit in the 
cause of Christian education. There was at 
that time hut one leading denominational col- 
lege in the present limits of the Methodist 
Pipiscopal Church, South. He comprehended 
the necessity of a higher standard of education 
for the fullest development of the Church. 
For thirty years of his life he acted directly 
upon the people to create a general tliirst for 
all useful and scientific knowledge. On the 
rostrum, in the pulpit and lecture-room, and 
through the press, he toiled successfully to 
arouse in the youthful minds of the State a 
desire for education. In 1833 the Methodist 
Conference, at the suggestion of a committee, 
of which Dr. Boring was the chairman, deter- 
mined to establish a manual labor scliool at 
Covington. In 1834 the Georgia Conference 
Manual Labor School was established, and Dr. 
Means, its earnest advocate, was elected its first 
rector, lie abandoned his profession and ac- 
cepted the position, that his ministerial duties 
might not be embarrassed by professional du- 
ties, and that he might aid an educational en- 
terprise in which religious culture might be 
more prominent than formerly in school in- 
struction. For four years he held the posi- 
tion, and the most gratifying success crowned 
his efforts. Amidst the general enthusiasm 
for higher education which prevailed at this 
time atnong Methodists of Georgia, it was de- 
termined to organize and endow a college. 
Emory College was the result. In the autumn 
of 1838 the firet college classes were organized. 
Dr. Cleans was elected Professor of Physical 
Science. For more thorough preparation for 
the duties of this cliair he went North, and 
spent the winter of 1838-9 in attendance upon 
two courses of chemical lectures — one at the 
old Pennsylvania College, and the other at 
Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia, 
lie occupied the Chair of Physical Science for 
eighteen years. He was President of Emory 
College for one year. Dr. Fjibirwas the first, 
and he was the fourth president. When he 
ceased to do regular work as a professor, the 
Board of Trustees established an honorary pro- 
fessorship, and made him “ professor emeritus” 
to retain the prestige of his name on the roll 
of the faculty. He loved the institution de- 
votedly, and was connected with it until his 
death tlirough all its vicissitudes of fortune to 
its present high position. Identified with all 
its interests from its foundation, he labored to 
realize in her his high ideal of a Christian col- 
lege of consecrated learning, devoted to God 
and the best interests of society. As an educa- 
tor ho occupied a prominent place in Georgia 
Methodism. According to his mind, religion 
and education were inseparable. This idea 
dominated all his public life. In the young 
men of the country, and especially those in- 
trusted to his cars, he took a special interest. 
His example of ]>atient study and indomitable 
energy inspired theni with hope and confidence. 
With benevolent interest and a fatherly sym- 
pathy and desire for tlieir success, he followed 



them with prayers and letters of counsel, which 
shaped their destinies, and hundreds of his 
former pupils, now in places of usefulness and 
honor, still cherish the flames of noble aspi- 
ration which were kindled in their hearts by 
the fires of his own earnestness and zeal, and 
the fruits of his long and laborious life all 
over the South command the acknowledgment 
of his superior worth. In 1840, at the solici- 
tation of the Trustees of the Medical College, in 
Augusta, he was permitted by the Trustees of 
Emory College to fill the chair of Chemistry 
and Pharmacy in that institution during the 
winter. He filled the place for nineteen years 
without materially affecting the duties of his 
professorship in Emory College. His hitherto 
vigorous health now being impaired, in order 
to recuperate, early in 1851 he made a visit to 
Europe. He returned in the following Sep- 
tember greatly improved. This tour gave him 
rare opportunities for scientific information 
and profit in the study of nature, the woi'ks of 
art and genius, and in communion with men 
of science and literature, and distinguished men 
of the Church. In 1853 he was elected Pres- 
ident of the Masonic Female College, in Cov- 
ington, Ga., where lie remained only one year. 
In 1855 he was appointed to the chair of Gen- 
eral and Medical Chemistry, in the Atlanta 
Medical College, which position he retained 
for twelve years. He was one of its first corps 
of lecturers. In the course of his career he 
was honored with many places of distinction 
and trust. Though no politician, he was elected 
as a delegate to the convention which met in 
Milledgeville on the Kith of January, 1861. 
Here, with other distinguished men, he labored 
to prevent the war, but finally he idenilfie;! 
himself with his native South. With his re- 
fined and sensitive nature, he had no taste for 
the political arena. Pacific and gentle, lie had 
no love for war. The tveapons of his warfare 
were not carnal but spiritual, and his labors 
and life were given to the Messiah’s kingdc in 
of peace. In 1868 he was appointed, under the 
commission of the Governor of Geoi'gia, the 
first State chemist and inspector of fertilizers 
in Savannah, which position he held umil 
1877. Thus, in many relations and varied serv- 
ices, has his name been associated with the 
most important interests of the State. In rec- 
ognition of his merits as a' man, a scholar, 
and a scientist, many honorary titles were con- 
ferred upon him at different times. In August, 
1836, the degree of A. M., by the Wesleyan 
Univei*sity; in 1840 the degi*ee of M. D., by 
the Medical College of Georgia.

compromise with the modern adulterations and 
retinements of philosophy. He magnified the 
oreat essential doctrines of the Bible and of 
Methodism. He gloried especially in the 
fatherhood of God, the brotherhood of nations 
in Clirist, and the final conquest of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom and the coining millennium 
of universal peace and righteousness. He was 
a remarkably fluent speaker, and his orator- 
ical powers were of a high order. His public 
prayers were like oratorios, full of faitli, pathos, 
power, and rhetorical beauty. As in the lect- 
ure-room he was not satisfied with a dry detail 
of scientific facts and experiments, so in the 
pulpit he was no dry preacher and tedious 
theologian. He h.ad few equals v/hen in the 
prime of his power. Witli his general in- 
formation and scientific knowledge, and his 
wonderful energy and glowing magnetism and 
deep earnestness, his soul aflame with the 
spirit, he kindled feeling and emotion in his 
hearers, and bore them along in sympathy and 
admiration. His favorite themes, the cruci- 
fixion, and the second advent, and the last 
judgment, gave full play to all his powers of 
descriptive imagination, and his sermons on 
these subjects were often masterpieces of power, 
filling the mind with awe, and efiective in mov- 
ing v.'hole congregations. Nature and the Bible 
were to him parts of the same great book of 
revelation, if he relied on one for facts and 
truth, he did also on tlie other for confirmation 
and illustration. To his mind, science and re- 
ligion offered no antagonisms. He believed 
all things were made by God and for him, and 
that ail things and the knowledge of all should 
i)C made conducive to his glory. If he magni- 
fied science, it was to magnify and glorify the 
God of science and the Bible more. If he 
overwhelmed some minds with great thoughts 
of the majesty and glory of God, he left not 
the liumblest hearers without improved con- 
ceptions of the goodness and grace of God and 
the vrorth of immortal souls. With his pecul- 
iar natural gifts and acquired stores of knowl- 
edge, with his highly dramatic style, his ani- 
tuated countenance and beaming eye, and sweet 
and sonorous voice, his towering intellect, his 
warm and gushing heart and bold imagination, 
his intrepid, nervous manner, his lively figures 
and rhetorical drapery, his rapid utterance and 
streaming speech, with careless independence 
of the rules of a too exacting criticism — in the 
liberty and power of the Spirit he often sug- 
gesteil the free, wild wind blowing where it 
listeth, or the rushing mountain torrent in the 
spray of its cascades, flashing rainbows to the 
sky, and deepening and widening in its flow to 
tbs sea. He was an extraordinary preacher, 
and a man of power — an ornament to the 
Church and pulpit, and a blessing to his gener- 
ation. In acknowledgment of his superior 
ability, in February, 1839, he delivered, by re- 
quest of the family, the funeral-address over 
the remains of the venerable Dr. Wilbur Fisk, 
President of the Wesleyan University, of 
Middletown, Conn. In obedience to a request 
from the citizens of Philadelphia, after the

death of Gen. Taylor, President of the United 
States, he performed a similar service in the 
Union Church of that city, on thedtli of July, 
1850. For three-fourths of a century he en- 
deavored to seek and follow the divine counsel 
to trust in God and to do good to his fellow- 
men. For fifty-five years he preached the gos- 
pel and pointed sinners to the cross — himself 
enjoying consciously that religion which he 
preached to others. In the Conference of which 
he was a distinguished member for many years 
he enjoyed the confidence and high esteem of 
the brethren as a brother beloved. By his 
sage counsel and practical cooperation, he con- 
tributed to the work and interests of tlie Church 
as occasion demanded and opportunity afforded. 
For many years he filled voluntarily, prompt- 
ly, and punctually his own appointments for 
preaching, and as a supernumerary was employ- 
ed by the Conference, and gave effective and prof- 
itable service to many important charges and 
city stations — especially to those most acces- 
sible — to Griffin, Madison, Greensboro, Coving- 
ton, and Oxford, where before the college fac- 
ulty and classes he often preached his best ser- 
mons. The fields of his ministerial labor were 
chiefly in Newton, Morgan, and IValton coun- 
ties. In tliis latter county he preached his 
first sermon, and here by a singular coincidence, 
according to his diary, he pi-eached his last 
sermon, on Sabbath, the 22d of April, at the 
same time receiving “ a much-needed blessing 
and a soul-refreshing season from his Heavenly 
Fatlier.” He was regular in attendance on 
the services of his own home church. He 
loved the prayer and social meetings of the 
Church, and as a devout worshiper was always 
present as long as he was able to attend. He 
was a man of literary taste and culture; but in 
the midst of professional life, he found not 
much time for the making of books. He spent 
the last six years of his life in tlie quietude of 
home, in reading and pleasant correspondence 
witli friends, preaching and delivering popular 
lectures on education, agriculture, Sunday- 
scliools, and in useful and agreeable exercises 
of body and mind as he was able. He wrote 
and published many sermons and literary ad- 
dresses, and contributions to reviews, scientific 
journals, magazines, and periodicals of the 
day. Among his latest publications, he gave to 
the public — intended especially for the large 
circle of his friends and acquaintances — a 
modest little volume of poetry, styled “A 
Cluster of Poems for tlie Home and Heart” — 
a chaste and beautiful offering, full of glowing 
thought and purest sentiment on many touch- 
ing and popular themes — a cluster indeed, like 
the Doctor’s own pure heart of clustered graces 
— clustered thoughts of poesy like white flowers 
and refreshing grapes, without one spot of cor- 
ruption 'or one drop of acidulous envy — a 
volume without a line he could wish to blot, 
or a word that could bring a blush to the cheek 
of a cherub. As one has beautifully said of 
him: 

“ With mind transcendent and a soul sincere, 

He soared above this sublunary sphere, 
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And dwelt in fancy ’mon" the glittering stars, 
Like some proud eagle tree from fett’ring bars 



His soul was kindled with poetic fire. 

And mellow strains still echo from his lyre.’ 

Life with him was to energize, to work, to 
learn, to advance. With St. Paul, he realized 
to live is Christ. In many respects he felt the 
“ weary weight of this unintelligible world” — 
the problems and nrrsteries of life’s sorrows, 
and trials, and experiences; but he drew his 
life from Christ, and in him found light, sweet- 
ness, and consolation, and endured seeing him 
who is invisible. lie had not on the one hand 
the groaning, discontented spirit of a Carlyle, 
nor on the other the frivolous light-heartedness 
of a Kenan, regarding life merely as a “ pleasant 
promenade.” With his peculiar mercurial 
temperament, his jjleasures and sorrows were 
alike intense, but grace sanctified his joys and 
his troubles, and the chastening effects of trial 
but enriched and ennobled his character. For 
several months, as appeared from his diary, his 
.soul, as one might expect, from sympathy with 
a completely shattered nervous system, was as 
in the very shadow of death. That he should 
have mistaken that sliadow for the presence 
and power of the accuser and tempter was not 
unreasonable; but that darkne.ss was not the 
gloom of a soul in Christless, faithless, hopeless 
desolation and defeat — it was but the solitude 
of a soul under the shadow of God's hand, in 
the chamber and crucible of God’s chastening 
love for the perfecting of faith and for a more 
complete victory through a more complete trust 
alone in Christ’s all-conquering grace. That 
one whose Avhole nature cried out constantly 
after the living God, and enjoyed conscious 
communion with him, and whose life was so 
complete a victory over self and sin — that his 
life should not end in final victory over the last 
enemy, though the shout of tlie conqueror w'as 
not heard in exulting triumph at tlie close — is 
incredible. In the light of revelation and the 
light and beauty of the Doctor’s life, with this 
warrant for faith— that light is sown for the 
righteous, and gladness for the upright in 
heart — though the Doctor reaped not the full 
harvest of light and joy at the sundown of life 
on the earth, we can only believe with full as- 
surance that he fell asleep in Jesus, to awake to 
a closer communion with him, the Man of sor- 
lows, who exclaimed amid the darkness on the 
cross, “My God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
and to be an heir of eternal glory with him in 
that land where there is no darkness and no 
need of the sun, for the Lord God giveth them 
light, and they shall reign forever and ever. 
A great and good man has departed, leaving a 
bereaved family — an aged wife and several 
children, sons and daughters, and grandchil- 
dren — to mourn his absence; and while they 
weep, we also, as a Conference no less bereaved, 
deplore his departure, yet believing that this 
venerable servant of God has gone to a glorious 
reward in heaven, where he realizes, with St. 
Paul, to “die is gain,” and it is far “better to 
be absent from the body and to be present with 
the Lord.”

.Teremiah JoiiisSOX was born in the county 
of Iredell, North Carolina, on the 29th of April, 
1811. There is no record of his early life, save 
that lie was faithfully trained by pious parents, 
and was given advantage of the limited instruc- 
tion then afforded by the schools of the com- 
munity. At the age of twenty-one he emliraced 
religion and joined the Methodist Church, and 
soon after, purposing to devote his life to the 
work of the ministi'v, he obtained license to 
preach. He served the Clinrch as a local 
preacher for two years, and in 1840 was re- 
ceived on trial at the Annual Conference which 
met at Mocksville. The firet year he served as 
a junior preacher on Franklin Circuit and Al- 
leghany ^lission, and in the following year 
was appointed preacher in charge of Stanton- 
bnrg Circuit, which embraced Nash and parts 
of Edgecombe and Johnson counties. In 1842 
he was ordained deacon, and sent to Columbia 
Circuit, and after two years he was appointed 
to Neuse Circuit. Immediately after receiving 
this appointment, he was married to Miss Mary 
Mitchell, with whom he lived happily for more 
than thirty years. From Neuse Circuit he was 
sent to Tarboro Circuit, which he traveled one 
year; Rockingham Circuit, two; Tar River 
Mission, two; Sampson Circuit, two; Cape Fear 
Mission, one ; and in 1854 he was sent back to 
Tar River Mission, where, after traveling one 
year, he was located, at his own request. He 
continued in this relation for twenty years, and 
in 1874 was readmitted into the Conference, 
and sent to AA^illiamston Circuit. He served 
successively Greenville Circuit, Jones Circuit, 
Swift Creek Mission, and Dan River Mission. 
In 1881 he was appointed to AAaiccamaw Mis- 
sion, but feeble health prevented his going to 
his work; and in the following year, his health 
continuing unimproved, he was granted a su- 
perannuated relation. For two years he lin- 
gered under the burden of age and feebleness, 
and finally passed away quietly to his reward. 
Jeremiah Johnson was known rather for his 
piety than for intellectual attainments. lie was 
not a brilliant preacher, but he was a devoted 
worker. The prominent feature of his charac- 
ter was meekness, a virtue which attained in 
him a remarkable degree of perfection, making 
his whole life beautiful. He was unassuming, 
quiet, unobtrusive. He did his work quietly, 
but did it well. His was a life of peace, and as 
he lived he died. 

Edward ScnuLKEN was a native of the city 
of AATlmington, but of German stock. In ear- 



ly childhood he was severely afdicted, Avhlch 
affliction dwarfed his physical nature for life, 
leaving him permanently lame. Not being 
able to do any manual labor, his father gave 
him every educational advantage which he 
needed. Possessing singularly clear perception 
and retentive faculties, together with power of 
close and long-continued application, and an 
unconquerable ambition to succeed, he made 
good progress in the acquisition of knowledge. 
AVhile his scholarship may not have been ex- 
ceedingly broad, it was singularly accurate. 
His mind was a store-house, not piled up witli 
eonfused rubbish, but well ordered, every thing 
neatly put in its proper place and distinctly 
marked, ready for use whenever required. Aft- 
er having availed himself of all the adv.antuges 
offered him by the schools where he lived, he 
spent about two years in A":mderbilt Universi- 
ty, making good progress; but, breaking down 
in health, he returned to his home, where he 
was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Front Street Church some time in 
the year 1881. He joined the Conference on 
trial at Durham in 1881, and was sent the fol- 
lowing year as junior preacher to Clinton Cir- 
cuit, AVilmington District. The next year he 
was sent to Fair Bluff Mission, Avdthin the 
bounds of the same district, where he per- 
formed faithfully ail the duties of his calling, 
as far as his physical condition would allow, 
until some time in June last, when, becoming 
unable to do more, he returned to his father’s, 
in AATlmington, where he was stricken down 
immediately with malarial fever, from which, 
after a few weeks of great distress, he quietly 
passed away, in hope of immortality and eter- 
nal life, at the age of twenty-four. AV^hile he 
was physically incapable of doing the work of 
an active itinerating minister, circumstances 
seem to indicate that from a child he was called 
of God to preach the gospel, for in his child- 
hood it was his habit to gather his playmates 
together and go through all the formalities of 
public worship, they all recognizing him as 
their leader; and after he wms converted, the 
one absorbing desire of his heart, the one purpose 
of his life, was to preach Jesus and him cruci- 
fied ; and no argument or persuasion of friends 
could dissuade him from his purpose, no diffi- 
culties were sufficient to dampen his ardor or 
to quench his zeal. He “counted all things but 
loss for the excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus his Lord.” AVhile his preaching 
may have lacked animation, in the judgment 
of the masses, he was i-emarkably concise in 
all his statements, and clear and transparent in 
all his arguments and illustrations setting forth 
the word of life. The hearer did not soon for- 
get the lessoii which he taught. He was not 
afraid to declare the whole counsel of God. 
Brother Schnlken was a young man of charac- 
ter. It has never been our pleasure to be ac- 
quainted with a young man of greater integri- 
ty or a higher sense of honor. He had correct 
moral sense, and abhorred littleness and mean- 
ness. He was not demonstrative, but was as 
true as steel. He was our friend, and we loved 
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liim like a brother. We shall not forget him, 
but shall anticipate with pleasure the time when 
we shall greet him in the skies. 

Legion Shell Avas born in Brunswick coun- 
ty, Virginia, March 1, 1819. His parents, John 
E. and Mary A. Shell, were persons of high so- 
cial standing. His father was a man of strong 
mind and a physician of eminence; but they 
neither professed to be Christians nor belonged 
to the Church. When he was nine years old, 
liis mother Avas left a AA'idoAV. In a feA\' months 
she sought peace Avith God through Christ, and 
had her children baptized by the Kev. John 
Early. He said that the first religious impres- 
sions he ever felt Avere produced on his heart 
by seeing his mother engaged in prayer. He 
Avas then about ten years old. He Avas near 
fourteen before he became Avilling to embrace 
the opportunity of presenting himself publicly 
for prayer. These convictions abated so that 
he became careless. It Avas not long in his his- 
tory before he by some casualty came near be- 
ing droAvned. This circumstance so impressed 
him, in connection Avith other striking provi- 
dences, that he got his consent to consecrate 
himself to the service of God. Shortly after 
this, he attended a camp-meeting in DinAvid- 
die county, Virginia. Here, under a sermon 
preached by the Ke\’. A. Dibbrell, he Avas led 
to seek the Lord earnestly, until he realized, as 
he said, that the darkness of his soul Avas 
cleared away, and he enjoyed a happy sense of 
reconciliation; “translated,” as he expressed it, 
“into the light and almost into the glory of 
heaven, and his soul Avas Avonderfully filled Avith 
the love of God.” He joined the Church Avith- 
out delay. AVhen about tAventy years of age, 
Avhile preparing, by a suitable course of study, 
for the practice of medicine, being one day en- 
gaged in prayer, he Avais so sensibly impressed 
that it Avas his duty to preach that he carried 
the thought to God in special petition for guid- 
ance. It Avas not till, more than a year that he 
Avas driven by his convictions to the conclusion 
to preach as best he could by God’s help. He 
then began, by advice of the Rca'. II. G. Leigh, 
a course of reading and study as a |>reparation. 
Having made the acquaintance of the Rev. Dr. 
W. Carter, Avho by his suggestions and counsels 
greatly aided him, he was brought before the 
Quarterly Conference of Person Circuit, S. S. 
Bryant, presiding elder, and licensed to preach; 
recommended to the Annual Conference, and 
received on trial at Pittsboro, November, 1844, 
He Avas regularly and in due course j)assed to 
the orders of deacon and elder Avith much cred- 
it to himself. He was consecrated to his Avork, 
and labored both acceptably and usefully, fill- 
ing such appointments as Avere given him by 
the Conference. At the session of 1882 he Avas 
returned to Pineville Circuit. Early in the 
summer his health gave Avay, and, despite all 
the skill and remedies employed, continued to 
decline, till, on the 12th day of June, he calm- 
ly closed his labors on earth for the reAvard of 
the blessed Avho die in the Lord. Brother 
Shell’s piety Avas deep, thorough, earnest. He 



Avas a holy man, a man of the strictest integri- 
ty. His preaching Avas of the true evangelical 
type — simple, clear, forceful. He Avas a Avork- 
man not ashamed of his Avork nor of the Mas- 
ter Avho called him to it. He gloried in it, and 
glorified God through it. We pray that Ave 
may cherish the same spirit, and Avith him en- 
ter into the joy of our Lord. 

Oscar J. Brent Avas born in Rockingham 
county, North Carolina, May 20, 1829; and 
died at his home in Wadesboro, N. C., Septem- 
l)er 10, 1883, in the fifty-fifth year of his age. 
His parents AA'ere John NcAvton and Nancy Set- 
tle Brent, Avitli Avhom his boyhood was spent at 
the old homestead, near the present site of the 
tOAvn of Reidsville. In his tAventy-first year, 
at a camp-meeting near Greensboro, in Guil- 
ford county, he Avas converted to God, and ad- 
mitted to membership in the Methodist Church, 
South, His religious character and his conver- 
sion are thought by his friends to be traceable 
mainly to the fine Christian character and in- 
fluence of his older brother, the Rev. James H. 
Brent, under Avhose guardianship and tuition 
he Avas largely thrown after his father’s death. 
It Avas Avhile still pursuing his studies under 
his brother’s direction that the divine call Avas 
responded to, and his heart and life consecrated 
to the Christian ministry; and in 1855, at Wil- 
mington, N. C., he Avas admitted into the North 
Carolina Conference. From that time until the 
day of his death, Avith the exception of one or 
two years during the Avar, he Avas in the regular 
pastoral Avork, serving the Church faithfully 
and successfully in many of its difficult and 
important places, among others, and for vary- 
ing periods of time, the churches at Hillsboro, 
and Salisbury, and Chapel Hill, and Louisburg, 
and Wadesboro, and Concord, and Monroe, and 
the last six years of his life Wadesboro and 
Lilesville circuits. During his pastorate of the 
church at Concord, he Avas happiN married to 
Miss Julia Leak Marshall, of Wadesboro, N. C., 
Avho, together Avith their two SAveet little chil- 
dren, is left to mourn this irreparable loss. Not 
until June of the present year did his health 
give any decided or alarming symptoms of fail- 
ure, and eA’en then he did not cease preaching 
until about the middle of July, Avhen he had 
so Aveakened that he Avas compelled to desist. 
From that time until noon of September 10th 
his condition Avas apparently but little changed 
at any time, but early in the afternoon of that 
day he Avas taken suddenly Avorse, and at half- 
past four he Avas dead, having liA’^ed in all fifty- 
four years three months ami tAventy-one days, 
and having been a member of the North Caro- 
lina Conference nearly tAventy - eight yeai*s. 
Brother Brent did not leave any dying-testi- 
mony, having become suddenly and wholly un- 
conscious; but, Avhile this Avas the case, death 
AA-^as no surprise to him. He had been calmly 
surveying the field for several Aveeks, as he had 
prepared for it years before. He had remarked 
more than once that he felt no concern about 
himself; that he Avas resigned and ready if it 
should be God’s Avill to take him. His only 
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concern and regret, he said, was at leaving his 
family — his little children — and that was deep. 
He was a most affectionate husband and father, 
and probably no more happy period ever passed 
in a family than the eight brief years of his 
married life. He was a very companionable 
man. Possessed of many fine traits of charac- 
ter, endow'ed with a strong and sensible mind, 
blessed with a clear religious experience, sweet- 
spirited and gentle as a child, .it was always 
pleasant and profitable to be with him. After 
nearly four years of very intimate intercourse 
with him, the writer can truly say he was one 
of the truest men to his convictions he ever 
knew, spurning any and all compromise of prin- 
ciple, and fearless and outspoken ahvays in 
denunciation of evil. Brother Brent w'as an 
able and interesting preacher, and a faithful 
herald of the cross. The Church and Confer- 
ence have lost in him one of their best men. 
His loss will be felt. Thorough and simple in 
his analysis, clear and forcible in his presenta- 
tion of the truth, he never failed to interest and 
edify those who waited on his ministry. His 
ministry was fruitful in the best results of the 
glorious gospel. But his work is done. His 
faithful testimony has been given. He has 
gone at the Master’s call, and is no doubt now 
with the white-robed multitude that no man 
can number. 

Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy. 

James B. Aefokd, M.D., was born in Wayne 
county, North Carolina, April 26, 1813; and 
fell asleep in Jesus, at his home near Trinity 
College, November 9, 1883. His early ediicar 
tional advantages were very good, and were 
used to good purpose. The home training of 
his youth was such as to direct his mind in the 
way of righteousness. He gave his heart to 
God while quite young, and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church and was licensed to 
preach before he was seventeen years old. He 
joined the Virginia Conference at its session in 
Norfolk, Va., February, 1832, but in the fourth 
year of his itinerancy his voice so failed that 
he was compelled to retire. He then studied 
medicine, and located in Wake county. On the 
31st day of December, 1835, he was happily 
married to Miss Eliza S. Leach, daughter of the 
late William Leach, of Randolph county, who, 
with three children, still survives him. Two 
of his children had gone before him to the glo- 
ry world. After a residence in Wake county 
of ten years, he moved to Randolph, and set- 
tled near his wife’s people. But he was never 
so happy as when in the regular ministry ; so 
he was readmitted into the traveling connec- 
tion at the session of the North Carolina Con- 
ference which met at Goldsboro in December, 
1857. During the thirty-one years of his reg- 
ular ministerial life he served various circuits, 
from Mattamuskeet to the mountains, attending 
to all the duties of a Methodist preacher. His 
• one aim was to do good. His was a beautiful 
life, fully con.secrated to the cause of Christ. 



Dr. Alford’s preaching was of a high order. 
He preached the pure word. He was always a 
student, and also read quite extensively. He 
made himself familiar with the doctrines of his 
Church and with theology generally, and he il- 
lustrated the principles of the gospel by a pious 
walk and a godly conversation; and the gospel 
which he for fifty-two years preached to others 
sustained him all through life, sustained him 
in all his sufferings, and sustained him in the 
dying-hour. 

Soldier of Christ, well done! 

Praise be thy new employ; 

And while eternal ages run, 

Rest in thy Saviours joy. 

Hiram Pearson Cole was born near Car- 
thage, in Moore county. North Carolina, Sep- 
tember 1, 1843; and sweetly fell asleep in 
Jesus, at the parsonage of Concord Circuit, 
November 22, 1883, aged forty years two 
months and twenty-one days. He* was con- 
verted in early youth, and joined the M. E. 
Church, South, under the ministry of the Rev. 
W. S. Chaffin, of the North Carolina Confer- 
ence. When he felt called to preach the gos- 
pel of the Master he loved so well, his mother, 
knowing his physical weakness, prompted bv a 
mother’s heart, sought gently to dissuade him. 
His reply w-as characteristic of his after-life: 
“Mother, I must go if I knew I’d die at mv 
first appointment.” He joined the North Car- 
olina Conference in Fayetteville, N. C., in 1866, 
and from the journal we learn that he was the 
only one received on trial at that .session. He 
was ordained deacon in Statesville by Bishop 
Wightman in 1868, and elder by Bishop Pierce, 
at Greensboro, November 27, *1870. His first 
appointments were the Cumberland and Frank- 
linsville circuits. He served these circuits five 
yeai-s; then on Winston Station, two years; 
Person Street, Raleigh, in 1874; Hillsboro’ 
1875-6; Concord Station, 1877-80; Rocking- 
ham Station, 1881; Concord Circuit, 1882-3. 
He was closing his second year’s work on Con- 
cortl Circuit when he died. He Avorked up to 
to the full measure of his strength during the 
year, and his presiding elder says “his success 
was one of the best of his life.” His people 
loved him as ardently as any people ever loved 
their pastor. The large concourse of people 
assembled in the church at Concord to partici- 
pate in the memorial-service, the many tearful 
eyes and suppressed sobs, the outspoken ex- 
pression of hearts full to overflowing, showed 
how he was loved and appreciated where much 
the larger part of his work had been performed. 
His remains were carried to Carthage, Avhere his 
funeral-sermon Avas preached by the Rev. S. D. 
Adams (his life-long friend) to a crowded house, 
from the text, “To die is gain.” He Avas ha{)- 
pily married to Miss Lucy P. Phillips, of Hills- 
boro, May 9,_ 1878. This union he considered 
a great blessing to him, and specially providen- 
tial, as he told us in his last hours. He Avas a 
gentle, loving husband and fiither. He never 
tired in his deAmtion to Avife and children. As 
a friend he Avas loving, kind, “gentle as a sum- 
mer breeze.” Asa brother in Christ, whoever 
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knew liim as such could say, “We took sweet 
counsel togetl'.er. As a preacher he was above 
tlie ordinary. No uncertain sound ever fell 
from his lips. He had a very good education, 
and by close mental application had acquired a 
large fund of valuable information. His soul 
was in the work. He was emphatically a gos- 
pel pi*eacher. The Master gave him many 
souls for his hire. “ He went forth weeping, 
l)earing precious seed; he will doubtless come 
again, bringing his sheaves with him.” As a 
Christian lie was unassuming, but pure as the 
purest. His life Howed on like a river toward 
its ocean home — more and more quietly, yet 
deeper, wider, and more powerful. His con- 
version, though ])eaoeful and satisfactory, was 
not exultant. While his own soul was not so 
abundantly blessed as to enable him often to 
praise God aloud, many of those who waited on 
his niinistrv were blessed with this sweet visita- 
tion of the* Spirit. But as he approached the 
end the Master was very kind to him. The 
veil seemed to be drawn aside, and he saw his 
own new, bright home. In talking to us of 
God’s goodness to liiin, his heart was full, and 
struggled to get free from the feeble clay, and 
the exultant shout of “Glory to God!” rang 
out more than once in that room where the an- 
gels came to escort him home. Among his last 
words, he said; “I feel that it is a blessed thing 
to have a sure foundation — faith in God.” 
When asked if he had this, he replied, “ I cer- 
tainlv have.” He sent messages of love to the 
Conference. He left a legacy to the Church in 
his life, but a far richer one in his death. It 
was like being in the ante-chamber of heaven. 
We felt the presence of holy ones, and realized 
that the white-winged and spotlcss-robed ones 
had come to bear our beloved brother home. 
Mav God bless his bereaved wife and precious 
children! Let us meet him in heaven.

Charles Strider was born in Kandolph 
county. North Carolina, May 17, 1809; and 
died in Summerfield, Ala., June 14, 1883. He 
was converted at Salem Camp-ground, in the 
county in which he was born, September 30, 
1832. He came to Alabama in the fall of 1833, 
and was licensed, to preach in the fall of 1836. 
He joined the Alabama Conference at Mobile, 
January, 1837, and was happily married in 
1846 to Miss Frances H. Freeman, of Fayette 
county, Alabama. She and three sons survive 
him, to mourn the loss of a good husband and 
kind father. From the time he was received 
into the Conference until he w'as placed on the 
superannuated list, whether on a circuit Avith 
twenty-five or twenty-six appointments, or on a 
district as presiding elder, or on a colored mis- 
sion, he was the same faithful man of God. 
The writer remembers that his Sunday-school 
reports were always good. His blank-book 
sliows, from 1837 to 1850, the names of three 
thousand and eighty-five added to the Church. 
The last ten years of his life he Avas placed on 
the superannuated list. Brother Barker Avrites : 
“This humble, devout man seemed never to 
have learned the art of complaining. I brought 
him his pittance *of the Conference collection, 
and thought it too small. He seemed to accept 
it as a gift from God, and Avas glad. He had a 
prenwnition that his end was near, and said to 
a friend more than once, ‘I shall pass aAvay in 
one of these spells of pain.’ He said to his 
Avife: ‘I have one great desire — that you Avill 
come after me to heaven, and bring the boys 
Avith you.’ When past speaking, he gaA^e signs 
to Dr. Mitchell that all was Avell. “Charles 
Strider,” that familiar namd that has been 
called for forty-five years, will be called no 
more. He rests from his labors, and his works 
folloAv him. 

Edward Wadsworth was born in Netv 
Berne, N. C., August 28, 1811; Atjis “born 
again” September 24, 1829; and was received 
into the traveling connection in the Virginia 
Conference in February, 1831. The fields of 
ministerial labor to which he was appointed 
were diligently and successfully cultiA’ated; 
and, though it is unnecessary to mention these 
fields in detail, it may not be improper to state 



that Lynchburg, Norfolk, and Petersburg, Va., 
and Kaleigh, N. C., together with the chaplain- 
cy of Kandolph-Mdcon College and the presi- 
dency of La Grange College, Alabama, indi- 
cate the high estimate that was placed upon his 
fidelity and capacity by the authorities of the 
Church. Before his entrance into the ministry 
he had received a good English and classical 
education at a high school in his native toAvn ; 
but he felt great need of the training to be de- 
rived from a thorough collegiate course, and so 
he spent his time at Kandolph-Macon in the 
double capacity of student and chaplain, until 
his graduation to the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, in June, 1841. The honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was simultaneously con- 
ferred upon him by Eandolph-Macon College 
and by Emory and Henry College, in June, 
1847.

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derfnl ease and power, and a holy influence 
cseemed to flow from him. upon his congrega- 
tions. Ilis great efficiency as a preacher was 
due to his jdain, ])ointed, and foirihle exposi- 
tions of the word of God, enforced by a deep 
experience in spiritual things, of which men- 
tion will be made presently. The subject-map 
ter of his sermons was the plain, old-fashioned 
truths of the gospel, such as the total depravity 
of human nature, the wonderful love of God 
as displayed in the gift of his Son, and repent- 
ance toward God and faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. His success as an expounder of the 
word of God was so striking that Bishop Soule 
felt justified in calling him the John Wesley 
of Soutliern ]\Iethodism. Dr. AVadsworth’s suc- 
cess in the ministry was not due to his preach- 
ing alone, for his qualities as a pastor were 
equally as remarkable. He made it a point to 
seek out every one of his congregation whom 
he supposed to be interested in the subject of 
religion. He visited all such at their homes, 
and sought to make himself acquainted with 
the peculiarities and difficulties of each partic- 
uhir penitent, so that he might be able to giv^e 
appropriate counsel ; and he attributed his siic- 
cess largely to this faithful work of j)ersonal 
counsel. Dr. Wadsworth professed to have at- 
tained to the experience of the blessing of sanc- 
tification. This, so far as the writer was able 
to gather from his conversation, consisted in 
his having a constant witness of the Spirit that 
God had freely pardoned his sips, that he was 
his Friend and his constant Comforter and 
Helper, which experience had been mercifully 
granted him upon his entire consecration of 
himself and his all to the service of his Maker. 
This it was that enabled him to realize in his 
experience the fulfillment of that promise of 
the Saviour which tells us: “He that believeth 
on me, as the Scripture hath said, out of his 
body shall flow rivers of living water. This he 
spake of the Spirit which they that believe on 
him should receive.” The gospel came from 
his lips as a stream from an inexhaustible fount- 
ain, attended by such manifestations of the Di- 
vine presence that men were filled with a sol- 
emn awe at his utterances, and trembled at the 
authority with which he delivered his messages. 
This was the secret of that fact which Prof. 
AA'ills observed — namely, that he preached with 
more ease than any man he ever heard. He 
did not attain to this liberty and this apparent- 
ly exhaustless store-house of truth at the be- 
ginning of his ministry, but he was the subject 
of great discouragement for some time after he 
began to preach. The writer remembers well 
a conversation which he bad many years ago 
with a mother in Israel who lived on the first 
circuit that Dr. Wadsworth ever traveled. She 
said that the young preacher had filled his 
round of appointments three or four times, and 
then came to her for advice and sympathy, with 
the statement that- he had preached every ser- 
mon he had to every one of his congregations, 
and now he had to begin a new round without 
any new message, and that he felt it was im- 
possible for him to make another sermon. He 



W'ept as if his heart would break, but under the 
counsels of this good woman he wjis directed to 
the great Source of supply. There is instruc- 
tion in this fact to young ministers not to be- 
come disheartened if they do not iniprove in 
preaching as rapidly as they desire, and to con- 
sider that in one aspect of the subject progress 
here is subject to the same conditions as prog, 
ress in any other of the voeations in life. There 
is also to a’l who have received a divine call to 
this work an encouragement to patience and 
perseverance. It has been said that he pro- 
fessed the experience of sanctification, but nev- 
er in such a sense as that he was not in danger 
of backsliding and losing this experience. He 
frankly confessed that he did fall from this high 
state of blessedness, and continued in a condi 
tion of spiritual darkness for some years; and 
the writer well remembers Avhat he stated to 
have been the occasion of his fall. It suited 
his convenience at one time'to make a journey 
of some miles on the Sabbath-day, which jour- 
ney he could have postponed until Monday at 
some inconvenience. He felt some scruples of 
conscience in taking this trip, but nevertheless 
he did so, and the Spirit withdrew his j>resence 
and left him in a state of spiritual darkness for 
some years. He Avas conscious of his loss of 
liberty and power in preaching at the same 
time. This fact is stated here to illustrate the 
truth that there is no such thing as a little sin 
in the eyes of God. Then, too, there was some- 
thing remarkable in the manner in which he 
Avas enabled to regain this experience. A ])ro- 
tracted-meeting Avas appointed in the village 
Avhere Dr. AVadsAvorth resided, Avhich appoint- 
ment he strongly disapproved, and he Avent into 
it Avith great reluctance; but the exercises of 
that meeting Avere sanctified to his good in 
shoAving him a sense of his danger, and lie left 
the church one night very much Avrought upon , 
Avent home and retired to his study, and thrcAV 
himself prostrate before his Maker, pleading 
for a restoration of his fa aw. It Avas a life- 
and-death struggle Avith him — it Avas Jacob 
Avrestling Avith the angel; and this struggle was 
protracted until some time betAveen midnight 
and day, Avhen God came and set his soul at 
liberty, and raised him again above the clouds. 
Thisex})erience he never lost afterward, but the 
light continued to shine brighter and brighter 
until he was called to come up higher. Many 
of the members of the Conference Avill remem- 
ber hoAv touchingly he used to tell of this strug- 
gle and victory in his talks at experience-meet- 
ings.. He continued to labor for the Master 
until he Avas disabled by disease, and then the 
burden of liis conA'ersation to the end AA'as the 
Avonders of redeeming love, the bright and 
comforting manifestations of the Saviour to his 
heart, t^e joy Avhich he had in being able to 
appropriate to himself all the promises of the 
divine Avord, and the absence of all fear of death 
in the prospect of a glorious immortality that 
aAA’aited him beyond the grave. A master in 
Israel has passed aAvay. May his mantle fall 
upon his brethren of the ministry in the Ala- 
bama Conference ! 
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Edward P. Birch was born in Oglethorpe 
county, Georgia, between fifty-five and sixty 
years* ago; and died in Warrenton, Fla., Sep- 
tember 2, 1883. ’Concerning the parentage and 
early life of Brother Birch we are wholly nn- 
informed. lie connected himself with the itin- 
erant ministry in his native State, and first be- 
came a member of the Georgia Conference in 
1853. During his connection with that Confer- 
ence he served the La Grange, West Point, and 
Macon stations; was at one time President of 
the La Grange Female College; and the high 
character of these appointments will indicate 
the estimation in which he was then held by 
his brethren. In December, 1872, he trans- 
ferred to the Alabama Conference, and contin- 
ued with ns an acceptable member until it 
pleased God to call him to a better inheritance. 
For ten successive years after his transfer to ns 
he was actively engaged in the itinerant serv- 
ice, and during this period served the follow- 
ing charges: Villula Circuit, 1873-4; Union 
Springs, 1875-6; Fort Deposit, 1877; Milton, 
1878-9; and lastly, Warrenton, 1880-1. He 
was granted a superannuated relation in 1881, 
anil continued in this relation until his death. 
After his superannuation, he continued his res- 
idence within the bounds of his last charge; 
and there, loved, honored, and respected, lie 
closed up his earthly career amongst those to 
whom he had so often declared the counsels of 
God. Brother Birch was a man of superior in- 
tellectual culture, extensive in his knowledge 
of books, thorough in his investigation, pro- 
found in research, ornate in style, and intensely 
poetical in taste; indeed, he was quite a poetic- 
al genius, and wrote a number of pieces which 
won for him some considerable reputation. As 
a preacher he was attractive in manner, clear 
in exposition, strong in argument, eloquent in 
expression, and at times presented the truths 
of the gospel of the living Christ with a power 
and beauty rarely excelled. Unfortunately, he 
possessed some eccentricities and peculiarities 
of character which prevented his rising to that 
distinction in the Christian ministry which his 
superior order of talent usuallv commands. 

hatever else may be said of Brother Birch, 
he was indeed a righteous man, and no doubt 
has been called to a righteous man’s reward. 
When the sable mantle of death was being 
drawn about him by God’s infinite hand, he 
expressed himself as ready for the departure, 
and calmly surrendered his spirit unto the Fa- 
ther who “ giveth his beloved sleep.” “ Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labors.” 

Robert Paine Baker, the subject of this 
memoir, was born in Franklin county, Ala- 
bama, February 11, 1837; and died of yellow 
fever, in Brewton, Ala., October 14, 1883. lie 
was baptized in infancy by the Rev. J. B. ^Ic- 
Ferrin, and was named for the late Bishop 
Paine. He was brought up at Sumraerfield, Ala., 
and received bis education there. In early 
life he went to Mobile, and the beginning of 



the war between the States found him engaged 
in the grocery business in that city. He en- 
tered the army in response to the first call for 
troops, and continued in the service until the 
close of the war, meeting all the demands upon 
him as an officer and soldier so as to gain the 
commendation and admiration of his comrades. 
At the close of the war he returned to Mobile, 
and again engaged in mercantile pursuits, ami 
here the call to the ministry found him. Be- 
ing licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of St. Francis Street Church in 1878, he 
supplied Toulminville Circuit during the latter 
months of that year, and at the close was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Alabama Conference. 
His first appointment continued him in the pas- 
torate of Toulminville Circuit. In 1880 he 
served Clifton Circuit, and in 1881 was assigned 
to the charge where he “ceased at once to work 
and live.” This is the brief record of a min- 
istry of rare devotedness, zeal, and success, in 
the Master’s service. Everywhere he was abun- 
dant in labors. Every department of Church 
work received careful and laborious attention 
at his hands, and the churches everywhere 
prospered in all their interests under his pas- 
toral care. As a preacher he was laborious, 
earnest, and efficient. He possessed much of 
that indescribable somewhat which we call 
magnetism, and in the pulpit, as elsewhere, it 
was felt. There were doubtless some of those 
whose faces had been turned heavenward by 
his earnest exhortation or pathetic pleading 
who were waiting and watching for him at the 
beautiful gate of tliat blissful home, and many 
who still linger on the hither .side of the nar- 
row stream ivill one day rise up to call him 
blessed. Especially in his pastoral visiting was 
he zealous and faithful, binding the people to 
him in the strongest attachment by unremitting 
labor, never- failing sympathy and interest. 
Not only the mature persons, but the young, 
even to the prattling little ones, loved him ten- 
derly, and were markedly influenced by him. 
In tiie pulpit, around tlie altar, in the Sunday- 
school and sick-room — wherever his duty called 
him — he was found abundant in labor, no de- 
mand on time or physical strengtli seeming too 
great if it held out promise of doing good. Oft- 
times his friends i;emonstrated with him as he 
seemed about to exhaust himself in his zeal. 
When the fever made its appearance at Brewton, 
though living at Pollard, he went promptly to 
the stricken town. Day and night he was at the 
bedside of the sick and dying, nursing the sick, 
consoling the afflicted, burying the dead, until, 
after ten days of unceasing labor, he fell a vic- 
tim to the dread disease, and yielded up his life 
upon the altar of duty, dying as he had lived, 
and doubtless as he would have wished to die — 
full of work for God and his generation. The 
county health officer, announcing his death, 
wrote, “The knightly Baker has fallen!” and 
he characterized him accurately. There was 
much about him suggestive of the best spirit 
of the days of chivalry. No crusader ever 
brought more heroism and enthusiasm to the 
performance of duty. Brother Baker has left 
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the wife who for more than a quarter of a cent- 
ury liad sliared his joys and sorrows to mourn 
him in lonely widowhood. There is “a bleak, 
:q>palling emj)tiness” in that life which cannot 
fail to call forth the sympathy and prayers of 
the Church. May the God of all consolation 
sustain, strengthen, and soothe her aching 
heart until tliey are reunited in that eternal' 
weillook where all hearts are united!

F. M. Stovall was born in Tennessee in 
1820; removed to Texas in 1835, and settled in 
San Augustine county. He embraced religion 
in 1838, under the ministry of the Rev. Little- 
ton Fowler, and during that year united with 
the M. E. Church at the residence of S. D. Mc- 
Mahon, it being the only society in all that 
country. Its existence is still perpetuated un- 
der the title of McAIahon’s Chapel. In 1840 
Brother Stovall commenced praying in public. 
In the spring of 1842 he was recommended by 
his society as a proper person to receive lieense 
to exhort, and as soon as authority was given 
he began work. The first meeting he attended 
after receiving' his license w’as held on Houston 
Bayou by J. C. AA’^oollam, when for the first 
tiuie he occupied the pulpit as an exhorter. 
His language was: “Holy Father, if thou hast 
a work for me to do, evidence it now by the 
conversion of some immortal soul.” Before 
that service closed five persons were happily 
converted. He was a power in exhortation 
and prayer, and many were the souls brought 
to God through his instrumentality. In the 
early part of 1843 he was licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of San Augustine 
Circuit, and in the fall was recommended by 
said Quarterly Conference, received on trial 
into the traveling connection, and was appoint- 
ed junior preacher on Crockett Circuit, with M. 
II. Jones. In 1845 he was assigned as junior 
preacher to Marshall Circuit, with Samuel A. 
AATlliains. The two succeeding yearn he spent 
at McKenzie Institute, preparing himself for 
more efficient labors in the itinerancy. He 



continued his connection with the Conference 
until his death, except two years, when at his 
own request he sustained the local relation. 
Brotlier Stovall was an acceptable and efficient 
man in all the charges to which he was assigned, 
and did many yeai*s of faithful work. As a 
preacher he was far above ordinary; as a com* 
panion he was genial and sociable ; as a friend, 
true and faithful ; as a pastor, kind and sympa- 
thizing; as a father and husband, tender and 
affectionate. Much more miglit be said in 
honor of our departed brother, but his name 
will be perpetuated in the hearts of his breth- 
ren in the ministry, and his memory cherished 
by those whom he served so faithfully. To his 
bereaved wife and orphaned children we ten- 
der our heart-felt sympathy. 

J. R. D. Taylor was born in Panola county, 
Texas, January 12, 1851 ; was converted and 
joined the Church in 1871, in, Denton county, 
Texas; licensed to exhort in 1871, and to preach 
in 1872; was admitted to the East Texas An- 
nual Conference in the fall of 1875, at Carthage, 
Texas. He traveled successively Liberty, AA’^olf 
Creek, Trinity, Rusk, and Canton circuits. He 
superannuated in the fall of 1882. During his 
connection with this body he was faithful in 
the i)erformance of every duty assigned him. 
In his severe affliction he was patient, and fre- 
quently exclaimed, “The Lord’s will be done!” 
His death was peaceful, and satisfied those who 
witnessed the close of his earthly existence that 
he was a Christian in deed and in truth. AA’^e 
recognize the fact that in the death of Ei'other 
Taylor we lost a most excellent and worthy 
member of our body.

George AVillis Humphreys was a native 
of England. He was born in Hull, November 
22, 1828, and born again in 1857. He united 
with the M. E. Church, and w’as licensed to 
preach the gospel in that Church. Shortly 
after this, he became identified with the Free 
Methodist Church, and was ordained elder in 
that Church by the Rev. B. T. Roberts, general 
superintendent, at Albany, N. Y., October 12, 
1865. In the year 1873 Brother Humphreys 
came to California as a missionary of this 
Church. In 1876 he united with the AI. E. 
Church, South, and was employed by the pre- 
siding elder as a supply on the Anderson Cir- 
cuit. In October, 1877, he w’as admitted to 
membership in the Pacific Annual Conference, 
and appointed to AVheatland Circuit, w'hich he 
served with great acceptability for three years. 
In 1880 he was appointed to Princeton Circuit, 
where he labored successfully for two years, 
and where he closed his ministry. Brother 
Humphreys was a man of God, full of zeal 
and power. In home and social life he main- 
tained the purity and consistency which sliould 
ever characterize the Christian ministry. He 
delighted to converse about the great themes 
of our holy religion, and it was hardly possible 
to associate wnth him without being benefited 
by his consecration and example. As a preach- 
er he was sound, clear, and practical, and above 
all possessed that power from on high which 
enabled him to impress the truth upon the 
minds and hearts of his hearers, and win them 
to the Saviour. His ministry was owned and 
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blessed of the Lord, and through liis instrnnien- 
tality many souls have been converted to God. 
As might have been expected of such a man, 
he died as he lived. Ilis illness was protracted 
and painful, but the grace of God enabled him 
to bear his affliction not only with cheerful sub- 
mission but with triumphant joy. To one of 
his brethren he said: “The prospect before me 
is glorious. Every thing is bright. I am. as 
happy as a king.” Ilis last message to his fel- 
low-laborers was this: “Tell my brethren of 
the Pacilic Conference that the great salvation 
makes me happy. I have no mere emotional 
sentiment, but tlie real mlvation.” At last the 
Master came to take the faithful disciple to 
himself. lie seemed not only to feel his Lord’s 
presence but to show it, for his face lighted up 
with more than mortal brightness. He raised 
his hands, exclaiming, “Glory! glory!” and 
whispering, “Jesus,” entered into rest. Heaven 
has gained a saint; we are bereft of a faithful 
worker, a true friend, a brother beloved; and 
with chastened spirits and sorrowful hearts we 
pray. Let us die the death of the righteous, and 
let our la'st end be like his!

Benjamin Peeples, M.D., was bom in Car- 
ter county, Tennessee, April 3, 1797. He pro- 
fessed religion in his native county, and joined 
the M. E. Church when but a boy, and was li- 
censed to preach when eighteen years old. He 
was admitted on trial in the Tennes.see Confer- 
ence in October, 1816, and traveled in succes- 
sion Little River Circuit, French Broad Dis- 
trict, Henderson Circuit (in Kentucky, on the 
Ohio River), Hartford Circuit, Green River 
District, and Dixon Circuit, Tennessee. He 
was ordained a deacon in 1818, and an elder in 
1820. That year the Kentucky Conference was 
set off, but embraced a portion of Tennessee, 
and Brother Peeples fell on the side of Ken- 
tucky, and was appointed to Dover Circuit, 
Avith Hezekiah Holland for a colleague. The 
next year he* was on the Fountain Head Cir- 
cuit, and at the end of the year located. At 
the Tennessee Conference, November, 1820, 
soon after the session of the Kentucky Confer- 
ence, the last item in the Minutes says: “^lis- 
sionaries to that portion of Jackson’s Purchase 
embraced in the States of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, Lewis Garrett and Hezekiah Holland;” 
but Holland from some cayse could not go to 
the mission, and Peeples, his colleague on Do- 
ver Circuit, was sent in his place. This the 
Avriter learned from Peeples himself. Peeples 
and Garrett met at the public land office at i\Ic- 
Lemoresville, and agreed to make that a divid- 
ing-line between their fields of labor. Peeples 
during the year organized the old Sandy River 
Circuit, and Garrett formed the Forked Deer 
Circuit. Thus began the planting of Melhei- 
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ism in the territory embraced in the Memphis 
Conference. Some time in the year 1822, at 
the close of ^diich year he located, Brother 
Peeples was married to Miss Martha Davidson 
Randle. She was an orphan, sixteen years of 
age, with three small brothers. With these 
Brother Peeples came at once and settled in the 
wilderness, where he liad formed a circuit the 
year before, and built up a home where he 
lived and died; and a pleasant home also it was 
for Methodist preachers for sixteen years. We 
think it proper to state here that no preacher, 
not even John Fletcher, was more fortunate in 
the choice of a wife than Brother Peeples. 
Young as she was, she proved from the start 
that she was well fitted for the responsible po- 
sition she was called to occupy. The diversi- 
fied cares and busy public life of Brother Pee- 
ples of necessity devolved the training of the 
children almost entirely on her. Besides her 
three brothers, she had eleven children of her 
own, who grew up under her training, all of 
whom became devoted Christians. One of her 
sens said, “My mother was the great spiritual 
power in the family.” In the absence of her 
husband, she always held family prayers; she 
would visit and pray with the sick; she would 
pray in the prayer-meeting and at church, and 
anywhere where prayer was needed. Y"et she 
never neglected the domestic cares and the du- 
ties of pleasant hospitality for which she was 
noted. No wonder that her three brothers — 
John, Richmond, and Thomas W. Randle — and 
five of her own sons became worthy itinerant 
Methodist preachers. Thus our departed broth- 
er, aided by the prayei’s and piety of such a wife, 
besides the fruits of his own labor, sent out 
eight laborers into the harvest-field of the Al- 
mighty. After getting his liome comfortably 
arranged. Brother Peeples entered the Confer- 
ence again, and was on Beech River Circuit one 
year, and Sandy River two years, and then lo- 
cated again. With a large and growing fami- 
ly, and the meager support given by the Church, 
he considered it his duty to seek some otlier 
means of providing for his household. He 
studied medicine, and was a practicing physi- 
cian for thirty years. Nor was his attention 
given entirely to that profession. A man of 
strong impulses, and strong in his native powers 
of intellect, he took an active part in the dis- 
cussions of all questions that involved the wel- 
fare of the community in which he lived and 
the political destiny of the whole country. De- 
cided in his convictions, and outspoken in his 
opinions on all questions where lie deemed that 
justice and truth demanded, he became promi- 
nent as a leader among the people. He was 
called to preside as_ Judge of the County Court 
of Henry county, and held the office until it 
was abolished by the Legislature. In 1858 he 
Avas appointed by the Governor of Tennessee 
one of two commissioners, to act with a like 
commissioner from Kentucky, to run and re- 
mark the line between the two States. When 
we consider the multiplicity of pursuits in 
which those strong and active powers of mind 
were engaged for sixty-seven years — preacher, 



farmer, doctor, lawyer, and politician — Ave can 
ask. What might he have accomplished had all 
those forces been concentrated in the one great 
work of the gospel ministry? What a polished 
shaft he might have been in our Zion ! It was 
a matter of regret to our brother in the closing 
years of his life, and so expressed, that he had 
not giv’en his entire life to the itinerant minis- 
try. This he advised his sons to do, and this 
advice he impressed upon them more emphat- 
ically in his dying charge. In 1869 Brother 
Peeples Avas readmitted into the ^lemphis Con- 
ference, and continued one among us till Au- 
gust 22, 1883, when God called the aged pil- 
grim home. In his last lingering sickness his 
mind Avas clear to the end, and his heart was 
full of peace Avith God, and faith, like holy 
sunshine, lighted up his path as he entered the 
dark valley. His funeral-sermon Avas preached 
by Dr. W. T. Harris at his homestead on the 
day of his burial, and a large concourse of his 
felloAv-citizens was present, giving exptression 
to the high esteem in which he was held as a 
citizen and liberal-hearted Christian gentle- 
man. The secular paper of his county says: 

“ Benjamin Peeples was a man full of good works 
and love for Lis fellow-mart, and his g(X)d deeds 
in the beauty of their radiance have gladdened 
the hearts of many, and Avill ever kee[> fresh 
the memory of him wdio gave them birth.” 

Leaa'is R. Martin, son of William A. Mar- 
tin and Charlotte Robion, his Avife, Avas born in 
Chesterfield county, Virginia, March 29, 1839; 
and died at Woodville, Ky., September 12, 
1883. When a boy eleven years old, he suf- 
fered for tAvelve months and more Avith Avhite- 
SAvelling, Avhich left him a cripple for life. But 
tAvo years of suffering Avas not Avithout compen- 
sation; indeed, it brought very rich blessings 
to him in the molding of character and in prep- 
aration for life’s work and trials. At home and 
in affliction a mother’s lo\dng hands Avere ever 
ready to meet his AA'ants; and she, an exceed- 
ingly pious AA'ornan, taught him by her beauti- 
ful life and Avords of Avisdom the religious prin- 
ciples Avhich became strongest convictions, and 
guided him through life’s struggles, often so 
full of sufferings that a braver heart and strong- 
er man by nature might have quailed and given 
up the battle. It AAas Avlien about sixteen years 
old that he made a public profession of religion, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Old Providence, in his native county. 
Soon after his reception into the Church, he 
AA'as licensed as an exhorter, and then as a*local 
preacher; and all the Avhile, from the date of 
his conversion to the end of his life, he Avas a 
devout and faithful Christian. After advance- 
ment in his studies, he attended Randolph- 
Macon College, Virginia. On account of pe- 
cuniary enibarrassment, he Avas obliged to 
withdraw himself before taking his degree. 
.Then he taught school in some of the most 
prominent families of Virginia. He then came 
to AVest Tennessee, teaching first in HavAvood 
cour.ty, and then in Lauderdale county, Avhere 
ke founded StoneAvall Academy. Thence he 
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removed to Tipton county, and at Tabernacle 
taught a floux-ishing school for seven years. In 
1879 he was admitted on trial in the Memphis 
Annual Conference, and into full connection in 
1881. His first appointment was to the princi- 
palship of the District High School at Milburn, 
Ky. ; and in tliat work he was continued for 
three years, and taiiglit, without remuneration, 
many pupils besides those for whose tuition he 
received pxiynient. Consequently he died, as 
he had lived, poor in this world’s goods, though 
rich in faith and works. At our last session he 
was appointed to Hinkleville Circuit, where 
life’s laboi’s ended in the great triumph which 
God gives to his. good and faithful servants. 
His last illness was a return of the disease from 
Avhich he had suffered in his youth. After 
preaching at night at Woodville, and while 
heated going out into the chilly air, he took cold 
and was soon prostrated ; and suffering much, 
he laid down upon his last bed. For four 
weeks in great pain, he struggled without com- 
plaining or mui’muring, enduring all in pa- 
tience and hope. The last eight or ten days 
was a time of intense suffering, but grace was 
gieater than nature, and the man of God en- 
joyed the victory of faith. In the battle of life 
and death for several days he was sometimes 
delirious; but even thep, time to life’s habit, 
preaching, praying, and praising absorbed mind 
and heai’t. At last he died in faith and peace. 
Thus endetl the career of a good and true man, 
;i logical thinker, a cai*eful teacher, a ready 
speaker, a warm-hearted brother, a faithful fol- 
lower of the Divine Master; and in his family 
relations an affectionate husband and father, 
whose death is deeply mourned by a loving wife 
and two children and by many friends. 

Otis B. Whitten was born in Wayne coun- 
ty, Tennessee, October 25, 1854; was converted 
and joined the Church under the ministi'y of the 
Kev. T. F. Brown, in the fall of 1866. W'hen he 
grew to manhood, having received a fair edu- 
cation, he chose medicine as his profession, and 
in the fall of 1878 went to the medical depart- 
ment of Vanderbilt Univei’sity. Having taken 
one course of lectui’es, he went in the summer 
of 1879 to Kenton, Tenn., and began the prac- 
tice of medicine; there he greatly endeared 
himself to the people, and was making a fine 
reputation in his profession. But God had a 
moi-e important woi’k for him to do. It was 
strongly and clearly impi-essed on his mind and 
heart tliat “ woe is me if I preach not the gos- 
pel;” so, on application, he was licensed to 
])reach by the Quarterly Conference of Kenton 
Cii-cuit, Dyersburg District, Memphis Annual 
Conference, M. E. Church, South, Octobei*, 1879. 
He was admitted on trial in the Memphis An- 
nual Conference, at Mayfield, Ky., in Novem- 
ber, 1879; and was appointed by. Bishop Kava- 
naugh to Newbern Circuit, Dyersburg District, 
where he did a good and successful year’s work, 
and was exceedingly popular with the people. 
The year 1881 he filled Di’esden Station, whei'e 
he had a good i-evival and was much beloved. 
In 1882 he filled Fulton Station, where he was 



useful and popular; and at la.st Conference he 
was reappointed to Fulton Station, where, after 
a long and painful illness, he finished his work, 
Marclx 2, 1883. His remains were carried to 
his father’s, in Wayne county, Tennessee, and 
buried by the side of two brothers ■who had 
preceded him to the better land. His funeral- 
sermon Avas preached by his cousin, the Rev. T. 
G. Whitten, July 15, 1883, to a large and sym- 
pathizing congregation. Brother Whitten was 
one of the most promising young men of his 
day.^ There seemed to be for him a bright fut- 
ure. Naturally endowed with good intellect, 
having a good education, soundly converted to 
God, a close student, loving his MasteFs -work, 
fully conseci'ated — it was not strange that he 
suceeeded wherever he went. Bx'other Whit- 
ten was decided and firm — would not compro- 
mise pi'inciple — and yet, being conciliatory and 
sweet -spirited, he drew the people to him. 
They loved him. He was an indefatigable 
Avoi’ker himself, and had the happy art of get- 
ting others to ivork with him. No wonder, then, 
that he succeeded. To us it is sad that one so 
useful and so full of promise should be taken 
so young, but the “Judge of all the earth Avill 
do riglit.” He lived well, died in peace, and is 
happy in “the beautiful home of the soul.” 

James G. Pietle was born near Water Val- 
ley, Graves county, Ky., May 4, 1824; and died 
October 11, 1883. He professed religion at 
Mobly Camp-ground in 1840, AA’as licensed to 
preach in 1851, was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Kavanaugh in 1855, ivas ordained elder by 
Bishop Andrew at Memphis in 1859, and re- 
ceived on tidal in the Memphis Annual Confer- 
ence at Paducah in 1866. He was born, reared, 
converted, licensed to preach, spent the greater 
part of his life, and died, in Graves county, 
Kentucky. He served the Church as local 
pi'eacher for fifteen years, during which time 
he was distinguished for his fidelity and great 
usefulness. About this period his country de- 
manded his services. Responsive to her call, 
as the commanding officer he marched into 
her service a company of brave, noble men. 
Though controlled by other obligations, and 
subjected to many irregularities, and pressed by 
new and severe duties as a soldier, lie was not 
unmindful of his greater commission to preach 
Jesus Christ and him crucified. He was active 
in scattering the seeds of life upon the field of 
death. Returning from the scenes of strife and 
blood with a Christian character untarnished 
by constant contact with ai’my excesses, he gave 
himself more fully to the Avork of the Master. 
As an itinerant minister his record is with the 
Church. For seA’enteen years his AA'ork em- 
braced a number of circuits in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Without educational advantages or 
any special helps, he Avent to his several fields 
pf labor an earnest and unpretentious preacher, 
trusting to the Holy Ghost to endue him Avith 
AA'isdom and invest him Avith poAver in Avinning 
souls to Chi'ist. In this he Avas not disappoint- 
ed. His ministry Avas not only acceptable, but 
univei’sally acceptable. He Avas great, not in 
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the common acceptation of that word, but in 
the eye of his INIaster and his brethren, because 
lie faithfully served. His life was marked with 
good results. On his whole pathway he has 
left the memorials of his pure Christian exam- 
ple, his laborious and self-sacrificing toil, his 
care for the sick and afflicted, his general kind- 
ness and affability to all, his love of souls, his 
good sermons, his earnest exhortations, his 
powerful prayers, whicli are now speaking and 
will long speak for him, though dead.

Joseph Baseey Aeeison was born in Smith 
county, Tennessee, January 29, 1828. There 
he was converted the night he had attained his 
fourteenth year, and became at once an active 
member of* the Church, filling every office in 
its gift, from that of class-leader to that of an 
honored minister of the gospel. In his own 
language, he had been a “field hand,” doing 
good service in each post assigned him. Possi- 
bly his training in these unimportant offices 
qualified him for the still greater responsibilities 
of future life. At the age of sixteen he entered 
the American army in Mexico, and served for 
one year. He was at the siege of Vera Cruz, 
losing one eye from sickness incurred by ex- 
posure and fatigue during the campaign. In 
the army he^ maintained unsullied his character 
as a Christi’an. He was married to Martha J. 
Timberlake, in Smith county, Tennessee, De- 
cember 23, 1847. After sharing the toils and 
vicissitudes of their itinerant life, his faithful 
companion still waits on the shores of time 
their glad reunion in that happy home. In 
1854 he was licensed to preach, and in 1856 he 
began his itinerant career in the Tennessee 
Conference. In 1856-7 his name appears on 
the Wartrace Circuit. In 1858 he served as 
senior preacher on Wartrace and Carthage Cir- 
cuit; in 1859-60, on Woodbury Circuit; in 
1861-2, on Wesley Circuit. For two years he 
served as Captain’ of Co. A, Forty-fifth Tennes- 
see Infantry. In 1863 he was appointed to Mt. 
Pleasant Circuit, but was forced back by the re- 
treat of tlie army, and served as chaplain in 
Forrest’s Cavalry* In 1866 he served Prospect 
Circuit. In 1867 he was appointed to Good 
Hope and Zion Station, but after tliree months 
was placed by Bishop McTyeire on Carthage 
District, which he served three years. In 1870 
he was sent to Brentwood Station, which he 
served four years. In 1874 he was appointed 
to Fayetteville District, wliere he labored four 
years. In 1878-9 he was placed on Gallatin 
District, and in the fall of 1879 was transferred 
to the North-west Texas (.’onference, and placed 
in charge of Waxahachie Station. In 1880-1 
he was stationed at Weatherford. In loa2 he 



was placed on Waco District, where in the 
midst of his labors the Master called him home, 
May 25, 1883. Brother Allison’s ministry was 
a fx’uitful one. His labors every year of his 
itinerant career >vere marked by revivals of re- 
ligion, the conversion of souls, and many acces- 
sions to the Church. The seals to his ministry 
are found in all the fields where he labored, 
and doubtless many whom he led to the cross 
greeted him as he entered through the gates of 
pearl. The secret of this remarkable success 
in the pulpit and pastorate may be found in the 
deep and earnest piety that marked his Chris- 
tian life. For twenty-five years of his ministry 
he observed one day in the week as a day of 
fasting and prayer. It was there that he pre- 
vailed with God, and gained that moral and 
spiritual power that made him a prince in Is- 
rael. With his own heart profoundly impressed 
with the message he had to deliver, he appeared 
before his congregations clothed with an author- 
ity that was recognized by the Church, and be- 
fore which men hardened in sin bowed and 
gave their hearts to God. May we all, like our 
departed brother, gather our munitipns of war 
at the same armory, and meet our congrega- 
tions full of faith and of the Holy Ghost! The 
messenger came unexpectedly, but found him 
ready for the call. His vessel was full of oil, 
and his lamp was burning brightly. On Sun- 
day morning. May 20th, he preached from 
Hebrews *xiii. 14: “For here we have no con- 
tinuing city, but we seek one to come.” The 
sermon was an unconscious prophecy, and in a 
few hours, as his people gazed on his silent 
form, they felt the full force of that message 
that moved thenx so deeply that Sabbath morn- 
ing. During the night. Dr. Snodgrass, with 
whom he was staying, found him breathing 
heavily. He was stricken with congestion and 
paralysis, and never spoke again. When un- 
able to speak, he responded promptly and in- 
telligently to the inquiries of his loved ones by 
the motion of his head. His wife and son, the 
Eev. A. A. Allison, and family, were with him 
during the closing scene. His son asked him, 
“Father, is your way clear and briglit?” and 
with silent tongue, but by the decided move- 
ment of his head, he bore his last testimony of 
the power of grace to triumph over the pains 
and terrors of death. With a smile on his face, 
he went up to his home at 7 p.m. May 25, 1883; 
and there with the blood-washed saints he real- 
izes the fullness of the precious truth, “to die 
is gain.”

John Pryor was born in Sullivan county, 
Tennessee, July 22, 1811. W^e know not the 
date of his conversion, or the time he joined 
the Church. He was licensed to exhort June, 
1830; licensed to preach October of the same 
year, arid joined the Conference ; was ordained 
a deacon by Bishop Emory, 1832; located in 
1836; ordained elder by Bishop Andrew at 
Pine Bluff. He was readmitted in the Ouachita 
Conference, 1854, at Washington, and remained 
effective until a few years ago, when advancing 
years and disease forced him to ask a superan- 
nuated relation. He filled several of the most 
important positions in our Church. He was 
presiding elder of Camden District one year, 
and of Monticello District for four years, often 
filling circuit and mission and going to remote 
regions to carry the gospel to the starving of 
earth. He was a sincere Christian man and 
minister. His life was pure, his character 
blameless. He lived well and died gloriously. 
On the 25th of August he entered into rest. 
His was an amiable, lovely spirit, and lie was 
mighty for good, because the world believed 
and trusted him. Well done, good and faithful 
servant! So may we all live and die. 

B. C. Weir was born in Henderson county, 
Kentucky, 1804; was converted and joined the 
Church 1836 ; joined the Conference 1838 ; lo- 
cated 1843; readmitted 1853, at Tulip, Ark. 
He was a faithful itinerant. He loved the Sav- 
iour, and was ivilling to spend and be spent to 
save the souls for whom Christ died. He filled 
what would be called some of the hard ap- 
pointments, but no murmur ever escaped his 
lips. He was content to do his Master’s work 
and wait for the reward. Life to him was real, 
and he lived for eternity. His name was above 
reproach, and his friends were many. He was 
a devoted lover of our Church, and no hardships 
could dampen his zeal. He did good because 
he lived well, and exemplified the religion he 
preached in his daily life. A few years ago 
he was forced to ask a supernumerary relation, 
and then in a short time a superannuated rela- 
tion. He was entitled to both ; for a year or 
two his mind was weak as his body was infirm, 
but his faith never failed. He died grandly. 
As a soldier in the tented field, he wrapped his 



cloak about him and fell asleep in Jesus. Sleep 
on, brave old warrior, till the Great Captain 
calls thee! 

William B. Whiteside, son of John Fletch- 
er and Martha E. Whiteside, was born in Hemp- 
stead county, Arkansas, February 20, 1853. He 
was dedicated to God in holy baptism in infan- 
cy, and taught by his parents to believe all the 
articles of our holy religion. He professed faith 
in Christ and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, when but a small boy, and lived 
a consistent and exemplary life until the day of 
his death. He was licensed to preach at Pres- 
cott in 1877. On the 22d of October of the 
same year, he was happily married to Miss 
Mary C. Livingston. He was received on trial 
into the Little Rock Conference at Pine Bluff, 
December 14, 1881, and ivas appointed to Ulti- 
ma Thule Mission, which he served one year, 
at the expiration of which he was appointed to 
the Texarkana Circuit. He was on this charge 
when God called him home, on the 21st of Oc- 
tober, 1883. He died at the parsonage, which 
he built this year partly with his own hands. 
He was brought to his death by congestion. 
His illness was short, but extremely painful. 
He died trusting Jesus, and we believe his rest 
is sweet. He leaves a dear wife and two sweet 
little girls to mourn their loss.

Lewis B. Ellis was born in Calloway coun- 
ty, Missouri, February 9, 1826. He was con- 
verted in the seventeenth year of his age, and 

i ‘oined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
le was licensed to preach by the Neosho and 
Granby Quarterly Conference, St. Louis Annual 
Conference, in 1860. In 1861 he was admitted 



on trial in the St. Tjouis Conference, and ap- 
jx)inted to the Neosho and Granby Circuit. 
He remained on this circuit till April, 1862, 
when he went into the army of the Confederate 
States as chaplain of the Eleventh Missouri 
Regiment. He faithfully served God and his 
country in this capacity till the close of tlie war, 
in 1865. When the war ended, he was in Louis- 
iana. Supposing his family to be in Missouri, 
he returned to that State; but his family had 
come to Texas. While there he attended a ses- 
sion of the St. Louis Conference, in St. Louis, 
■where he was ordained deacon by Bishop Kav- 
anaugh, August 27, 1865, and appointed to the 
Arrow Rock Circuit. It proved to be hn- 
jiracticable for him to move his family from 
Texas, and he was transferred to the East Texas 
Conference, and was appointed to the Clarks- 
ville Circuit. He traveled this circuit in the 
Conference-years of 1865 and 1866. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Marvin, at Marshall, 
February 14, 1866, and appointed to the Paris 
Circuit. He served on this charge two years. 
In 1869-72 he was presiding elder of the 
Paris District; in 1873, presiding elder of the 
Sherman District; in 1874, presiding elder of 
the Paris District. In 1875-^ he was preacher 
in charge of Sylvan Circuit; in 1877-8, presid- 
ing elder of the Jefferson District; in 1879-81, 
presiding elder of the Paris District. In the 
summer of 1862 his health failed, and at the 
Conference held in Gainesville November 15—20 
he ■was placed on the superannuated list. Con- 
sumption had begun its death-work upon him, 
and continued its ravages upon his constitution 
till, on the 18th of February, 1883, it finished 
its work in the death of his mortal body. By 
his death the Church is bereaved of one of its 
ablest ministers, wisest counselors, and most de- 
voted Christian men. He was a faithful minis- 
ter of the New Testament. His example as a 
true follower of the Lord Jesus Christ is worthy 
of imitation. Though dead, he yet speaks, an(l 
invites and impels us to a holy and consecrated 
life. Doing the work of an itinerant Methodist 
preacher -was his delight; but when he found 
that he could ^ no longer, and that his work 
as an active minister in the Church was done, 
he submitted to the will Divine like a Christian 
philosopher and obedient servant that he was. 
We heard him say, “It is good for me that I 
have been afflicted.” As death drew near he 
was not at all alarmed, but said, only a few 
days before his death, “There is not a cloud be- 
tween me and heaven.” When asked by a 
brother if it was because he had spent his life 
in the service of God that he was so confident, 
he said: “No; I am like all others — a sinner 
saved by grace.” On the night of his death he 
called his wife and children around his bedside, 
and ‘gave them his dying-counsel, and told them 
good-by. He requested Brother J. C. Weaver 
to take pen and paper, and “write that the 
Church has been better to me than I deserved, 
but I have not done all for the Church that I 
ought to have done. I began too late. Write 
that I die conscious of my acceptance with 
God through faith in Jesus Christ.” He then 
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clapped lus hands, shouted “Glory to God!” 
and went home to heaven. Brother Ellis is 
missed on this Ck)nference-floor, he is missed on 
tliose districts and circuits where he traveled 
and preached Jesus; but more tlian all, he Ls 
missed by that true wife of his, to whom he was 
so much devoted, and by those children he loved 
so well. May God bless them and us, and enable 
us to follow him as he followed Christ, to die as 
he died, and meet him in the glorious presence 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ! 

Beuben Gaines Sewell, son of William 
and Catherine Sewell, was born in tlie State of 
Georgia, September 26, 1852. The family re- 
moved to Cass county, Texas, in 1870. Being 
of an ardent temperament, he M'as enticed by 
evil associations into the ways of folly. Later, 
ho was awakened to a true sense of life’s re- 
sf onsibilities, and in the year 1871 was happily 
married to Miss Sarah E. Sewell, who exercised 
over him a most salutary influence. His mem- 
bership in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
St'uth, dates from 1873. His license to preach 
bears date of March 1, 1874; his deacon’s or- 
ders, November 11, 1877; and elder’s orders, 
November 21, 1880. Llis first appointment, 
Texarkana Mission, included Texarkana, then 
only a small town. Here by persistent effort 
he succeeded in building a small parsonage, and 
in securing the church, a new ^t badly con- 
structed building, from falling down. Brother 
Sewell’s second field of labor was the Atlanta 
(flrcuit, which he occupied two years. The two 
following years he was in charge of Dangerfield 
Circuit. He had fine mechanical genius, was 
an adept in house and sign painting, and wher- 
ever he traveled neat churches and parsonages 
are his monuments. Small of stature and 
feeble constitution, and worn down in the fifth 
year of his itinerant ministry by physical labors 
beyond his strength, still he would neither ask 
nor accept a superannuated relation, but boldly 
determined to seek a new field of labor in South- 
western Texas. He was endowed with fine ex- 
ecutive ability, capable of heroic sacrifice, and 
cnthusitistic in the courage of his own convic- 
tions. In the providence of God, he found con- 
genial employment in the Bible work. Having 
secured a home for his family in Luling, Cald- 
well county, Texas, he found it a labor of love 
to travel at large, organizing Bible societies, 
In this gootl work he visited many of the towns 
and cities on the coast, and prosecuted his la- 
bors even beyond the Kio Grande. Under the 
Divine blessing, his health was, as he thought, 
almost completely restored, and his heart was 
yearning for the companions and scenes of his 
former labors. He was meditating a return to 
the regular work w ithin the bounds of the Con- 
ference he so much loved, but Providence did 
not thus order. He was zealously intent upon 
promoting the welfiire of the Church. As a 
watchman upon the walls of Zion his convic- 
tions of duty w'ere mandatory. He believed 
that in his own town the integrity of Method- 
ist doctrine and the purity of the ministry were 
both involved ; that they w'ould be sacrificed by 



silence. Consequently liis lips could not be 
sealed. Complications arose; confusion and ev- 
ery evil work followed. Things were laid to 
his charge that he thought not of. He was tak- 
ing steps to secure legal redress. Finally, cm 
the 14th day of August last, God permitted the 
hand of violence to summon his servant into his 
glorious presence, where all hearts are open apd 
all secrets known. It is ground for gratitude to 
God that he permitted our deceased brother to 
live long enough after receiving the fatal wound 
to testify, under oath, and in the immediate 
prospect of death, that he was killed without 
any cause. Brother Sewell’s last conscious mo- 
ments were employed in praying for him by 
whose hand he was ushered into eternity. His 
heart was full of sympathy. “Poor man!” 
said he; “he will never know what he has 
done.” How like our Saviour’s examplp: “Fa- 
ther, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do.” 

W ILLIAM E. Bates was born in the State of 
Virginia in the year 1812; removed in early 
life with his parents to the State of Kentucky. 
Here he Avas converted to God, received into 
the Church, and licensed to preach. In the 
year 1851 he removed to Texas, and settled in 
Denton county. This became his permanent 
home until with him life’s woi*k was finished. 
In 1854 he was employed as a supply on the 
Dallas Circuit. This Avas the beginning of a 
most laborious and successful itinerant life. In 
the fall of 1854 or 1855 he Avas admitted in the 
regular tra\'eling connection, and for quite a 
number of consecutive years his strengtli and 
manhood Avere given Avholly to the Avork of the 
ministry and to the cultivation of those broad 
fields which Avere constant^" ripening unto the 
harvest. Some of his appointments were to our 
best and most important circuits. A great deal 
of his labor Avas bestowed upon our frontier as a 
missionary, and that too at a .time Avhen none 
but men of nerve, and the loA^e of Christ con- 
straining them, would Avillingly endure the hardr 
ships and the sufi’erings as Avell as risk the dan- 
gers incident to a wild frontier life, where they 
were constantly exposed to the relentless and 
heartless savage. As a man he Avas one of nat- 
ure’s noblemen; endoAA'ed with massive and a 
superior order of mental poAver; was also a hard 
student, a man of books; not so Avell read up in 
general literature as many others, but in Bibli- 
cal literature and in theology he Avas a princely 
man — read CA^ery thing in this line available 
Avhich Avas calculated to give inspiration to his 
faith and a better understanding of tlie revela^ 
tions of God. He had a broad and comprehen- 
siv'e view of tlie plan of salvation, and hun- 
dreds of liearts AV'ere thrilled by his eloquence, 
and melted into contrition by the unction of his 
ministry, Aidiile he portrayed, in his OAvn terse 
and nervous style, the cross of Christ, tlie tri- 
umphs of the Christian’s faith, and the ultimate 
home of the believer. No man among us un- 
derstood tlie doctrines of the Church as held by 
AVesley and the fathers better than he; hence 
he Avas ever ready both to preach and to defend 
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them. While liberal and catholic in his views 
of Christianity, he was especially devoted to his 
own Church — loved* Methodism, loved its doc- 
trines and polity ; and while strength and 'health 
remained, he was ever ready and w'illing to go 
to the fields of labor assigned him. For several 
years past, in consequence of failure in health, 
he luis been placed either upon the supernumer- 
ary or superannuated list. Here, as well as in 
the pastoral work, he was faithful to God and 
the Church. His experience of grace, the love 
of God shed abroad in the heart, was deep, pos- 
itive, and abiding. He was ever ripening unto 
the harvest, and waited patiently for the com- 
ing of the gathering angels. In afilictions he 
was always resigned and hopeful, his faith rest- 
ing upon the promises of God like a child re- 
clining upon the bosom of a mother. He died 
in great peace, at his home, in the bosom of his 
family.

David Derrick Avas born .July 28, 1800, in 
the famous Dutch Fork of Lexington, S. C. He 
Avasof German parentage, and was reared as a Lu- 
theran. After attaining manhood, he Avas awak- 
ened and conA'erted under Methodist auspices, 
.and ;it once united himself Avith that Church. Pie 
Avas shortly afterAvard made an exhorter, then a 
locaKpreacher, and on the 11th of January, 1827, 
he was received on trial into the South Carolina 
Conference. Uncle Derrick (avc shall make no 
ai)ology for thus designating him — ^Ave all know 
him by this familiar title) often spoke to the AA'rit- 
er of the really painful misgivings with Avhich 
he entered the itinerant AA'ork. His educational 
advantages had been quite limited, and he Avas 
naturally timid and distrustful of his powers. 
It A\'as not long, however, before, by dint of close 
application, and above all by the fullest conse- 
cration to the service of his Lord, he rose to a 
very respectable position among his brethren. 
The older members of the Conterence describe 
him as having a voice of Avonderful power and 
sweetness. He Avas remarkably gifted in ex- 
hortation and prayer. His public prayers Avere 
juodels of simplicity, earnestness, and spiritual- 
ity. But it was at tlie bedside of the sick and 
dying saint that his wonderful gift of prayer 
seemed to open the very gates of heaven, and 



bring the answer of peace. He excelled as a 
pastor. It could not be otherwise, Avith his ear- 
nestness, tenderness, and piety. He was popu- 
lar as a preacher. In the pulpit his whole 
bearing Avas one of transparent earnestness, and 
there AA'as the very pathos of tender feeling. 
His preaching was largely experimental, and 
his exhortations often swept his audiences with 
truly Pentecostal fervor and power. He was in- 
strumental in the hands of God in the conver- 
sion of hundreds of souls, and perhaps there 
has been no other man so gratefully remem- 
bered through a long period of superannuation 
for the Avork he did in the years of his strength. 
For eight years Uncle Derrick served tlie 
Church as a presiding elder. His Avork Avas 
carefully, faithfully, and efficiently done. His 
serious, dignified bearing marked him at once 
as a leader of our Israel, Avhile his scrupulous 
neatness of dress and natural refinement of man- 
ner won the respect of all Avith Avhom he came 
in contact. Uncle Derrick served also three 
years as a missionary among the Germans of 
Charleston. He could preach effectively in the 
German language. His AVork in Charleston, 
Avithout any organized church resulting from 
it, Avas not in vain, several of the stanchest 
members of our Church there having been 
brought in through his labors. We regret that 
Ave cannot now give the various charges served 
by Uncle Derrick. He Avas superannuated in 
1855. He AA'as in this relation to our Confer- 
ence for many years. He did not, however, 
cease his labors, but, as far as his health per- 
mitted, traveled extensively among his friends, 
and everyAvhere proclaimed the everlasting gos- 
pel of the grace of God. In 1846 Uncle Der- 
rick was happily married to Miss Anna B. 
Veach, of Charleston, S. C. She preceded him 
in 1877 to the heavenly world. They had no 
children. His last years Avere spent in (^lumbia, 
S. C., in connection with Marion Street Church. 
The Avriter Avas his pastor (if a mere youth 
might be called the pastor of this father in Is- 
rael) for three years. His presence at our serv- 
ices Avas always a benediction, and our OAvn in- 
tercourse Avas precious. Surely there never 
liA'ed a spirit purer, SAveeter, freer from anxious 
care, or less soured by the infirmities of age. 
He never complained of God’s providences, 
and always took the bright and hopeful side as 
tq the future of the Church. After several 
weeks of more than usual indisposition, he 
passed quietly away January 12, 1883. His 
body lies beside that of his wife in EhuAvood 
Cemetery, Columbia, S. C.

John Stewart Calhoun was born in 
Clarke county, Alabama, February 1, 1853; 
and died in Hinds county, Mississippi, Febru- 
ary 11, 1883, aged thirty years and ten days. 
He was the son of John and Sallie Calhoun, in 
whose lives he had ever before him a beauti- 
ful exemplification of the purest morality and 
a most healthful type of deeply spiritual re- 
ligion. In the atmosphere of this consecrated 
family altar grew up three sons, who gave the 
noblest powers of their young manhood to the 
Itinerant ministry. The subject of this memoir 
W’as distinguished for his integrity of character 
and fidelity to duty from his childhood. He 
Was happily converted to God in his early 
youth, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1868. Very soon after his 
conversion he received a deep and clear con- 



viction of duty that he was called of God to 
preach the gospel. Though his struggles in 
the flesh on this point were not different from 
those of others who have acknowledged this 
holy calling, he felt such an awful sense of the 
authority and majesty of Him who called, and 
such a conception of sinners perishing for the 
bread of life, coupled with a yearning desire 
for their salvation, that he dared not hesitate. 
Hence, though he felt very keenly his lack of 
qualification for so high and holy a calling, he 
threw himself wholly upon God, saying: “Here 
am I ; send me whither thou wilt, and dispose 
of me for thine own glory.” God accepted the 
sacrifice, and blessed him as he did Jacob at 
Peniel, for ever after he seemed to possess the 
power of prevailing prayer in a remarkable de- 
gree. His scholastic training preparatory to 
his life-work was received at Centenary Male 
Institute, at Summerfield, Ala. Plis open, ge- 
nial disposition made him a favorite with his 
fellow'-students. His studious and steady de- 
portment commanded the high regard of his 
teachers; while the rare type of his religious 
character won for him the confidence and es- 
teem of all classes. He was licensed to preach 
September, 1875; joined the Mississippi Con- 
ference December, 1876; and was united in 
marriage to Miss Parmelia Chapman on the 
26th of the same month. Thus united with 
one whose spirit and purpose in life were in 
full sympathy and accord with his own, they 
entered the itinerant field prepared to share 
its toils and sufferings, trusting the Master for 
whatever of joys and rewards he in his loving 
providence should see fit to bestow. He served 
the West Pascagoula Circuit the first four years 
of his itinerant ministry with great acceptabil- 
ity and much to the spiritual improvement and 
numerical strength of tlie work. Having now 
completed the prescribed course of study, he 
was ordained elder by Bishop Keener Decem- 
ber, 1881, having been ordained deacon by 
Bishop Kavanaugh December, 1879. At the 
time of his death he had just entered upon his 
second year on the Cayuga Circuit. Here, as 
on his first circuit, God abundantly blessed his 
ministry, and made him the honored instru- 
ment of an all-pervasive revival influence that 
won scores of souls to Christ and his Church, 
and sweetly enshrined him in the warmest af- 
fections of his people. He possessed a high 
social nature, a cheerful spirit; was free from 
sinister or selfish motives; Avas as guileless as a 
child, as gentle and affectionate as a woman — 
all of which was crowned with a noble, manly 
spirit, which was uncompromising where prin- 
ciple was involved. As a preacher he was 
scriptural, earnest, pointed — addressing the 
moral nature, the conscience ; presenting Cdirist 
with an affectionate pathos that rarely failed to 
make an impression. He died of meningitis, 
involving the brain to the extent that preclud- 
ed the |)Ossibility of communicating with his 
friends in his last hours; but the testimony of 
his life voices one of the purest and best of men 
Avith AA'hose life and labors God has blessed our 
Church. He had often spoken of his early

The cross of Christ w'as his favorite 
theme; the ‘fountain filled with blood,’ his fa- 
vorite song.”

In the death of Kenneth McLain there is 
an almost indescribable pathos. Both in his 
material and spiritual nature he seems to have

Mr. McLain 
served West End, the Atlanta city mission, 
from May, 1881, until Conference. He did a 
heavy work there, finishing church, etc. Very 
much against the wishes of his family, he came 
to the South Georgia Conference last winter. 
He said he felt he was needed here, and that 
God would preserve his health here as else- 
where.” He was appointed to the Smithville 
Circuit. She writes further: “He went to Con- 
ference full of hope, joyous over the coming 
year. He accepted his appointment as from 
God. As he made ready for the new year he 
was taken with pneumonia. As you know, he 
was never well any more. He would not give 
up; tried to serve the work when he was not 
able, which brought on a chronic fever, result- 
ing in consumption. Not until several weeks 
before his death did he know that he had con- 
sumption. We were looking forward to his re- 
covery. Through it all he patiently suffered. 
So often he would say : ‘ I am waiting on the 
Lord ; he will not forsake me.' He suffered as 
I never witnessed before; but never a murmur, 
always a bright smile for the watchers around 
the sick-bed. Every day he seemed to be 
drawn closer to Jesus. He would talk each 
day of heaven and the deeper joy he realized 
in the midst of his suffering. So many tender 
messages he sent to the missionaries in China. 
Said he: ‘I never realized until then what a 
privilege it is to carry the gospel to those who 
sit in darkness.’ He did not give up his work 
until April. Often he went forth with fevered 
brow to his appointments. He spent May at 
his father’s ; then I took him to Indian Springs 
and to Oxford. When we knew he must die, 
we brought him home. He said he would 
deem it a privilege to be spared to his family 
and the Church ; that he would love to stand 
once more in the pulpit; but it was God’s will 
for him to die, and he was willing. To know 
him was to love him.” Thus wrote one who 
knew whereof she affirmed. On Saturday, the 
26th of August, 1882, he died. Triumphantly 
he died, and gloriously he entered into the rest 
that remaineth for the people of God. The 
Lord Jehovah “moves in a mysterious way his 
wonders to perform;” and while to the mind 
untaught of Christ there may be much that is 
mysterious in Gt)d’s providence concerning the 
life and death of our deceased brother, yet the 
word of the Lord being true, that as a man 
thinketh in his heart so is he, it follows that 
Kenneth McLain, though cut down in the be- 
ginning of his work, was great in what he was 
as well as in what he did ; for surely the thought 
in him was that of faithful service of his Mas- 
ter in foreign lands all the days of his life, and 
in the light of thought which he proved by his 
act he was as truly a missionary of the Lord as 
if he had served tw'enty years in foreign lands; 
and with one accoixl we consecrate a shrine for 
him in the Westminster Abbey of our memory, 
and lay him away not far from Judson and 



other immortal missionaries of the gospel of 
Christ. 

James Harris died in the early part of De- 
cember, 1882, a few days before the meeting of 
our last Annual Conference. No notice of his 
death was received until after the adjournment 
of Conference. Of the early life of Brother 
Harris nothing is known. He was of Northern 
birth, but in full sympathy with the South, suf- 
fering considerably in his relations with friends 
and kindred there on that account. He united 
with the Georgia Conference in 1842, and was 
for thirty years engaged in the regular work of 
the ministry. His last pastoral service was ren- 
dered to the Bethel Circuit, Sumter county, in 
1872. At the Conference of that year he took 
a supernumerary place, and continued in that 
relationship and that of superannuate until his 
death. The last ten years of his life were spent 
in retirement on his farm in Florida. He had 
therefore passed out of the knowledge of tlie 
younger members of the Conference. He was 
held in high esteem by his contemporaries. By 
them he was known as a fine character — true, 
kind, and good — and as a good preacher, plain 
and simple in style, sensible and practical in 
matter. 

DENias O’Driscoee was born in the vicinity 
of Dublin, Ireland, in 1803 or 1804. The exact 
date of his birth could not be obtained. His 
parents died while he was yet young. When 
about sixteen years old, he Avas taken by an un- 
cle to be reared and educated. His uncle de- 
signed him for the priesthood in the Roman 
Gatholic Church. For this purpose he sent 
him to a college in Dublin. He remained 
there only a short Avhile. Becoming dissatis- 
fied, he left the college and his native land for- 
ever, and came to New York City. How long 
he remained there, or what he did, we are not 
informed. In 1826 he married Miss Mary 
Smith, of New York City. The fruit of this 
marriage was two sons and one daughter. His 
faithful wife preceded him about six months to 
the grave. The next \s’e know of him he is 
found in Cuthbert, Ga., engaged in making 
boots and shoes. Here he was brought under 
the influence of a devotedly pious Methodist 
Avoman, for whose husband Brother O’ Driscoll 
was at Avork. Through her instrumentality he 
Avas profoundly convicted of sin. For some 
time he found trouble and sorroAv. The pain.s 
of hell got hold upon him.

Charles Joseph Lane was born in Morgan 
county, Alabama, April 21, 1822. He was con- 
verted, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in the year 1852, at the town 
of Decatur, Ala. He c.ame to Texas a year or 
two later, and in 1857 was licensed to preach 
the gospel at a Quarterly Conference held on 
Navidad Circuit, presided over by Daniel 
Morse, presiding elder. The winter following, 
he was received on trial in the traveling con- 
nection in the Texas Conference at the session 
presided over by Bishop Kavanaugh, held at 
Waco, and was appointed to the Navidad Cir- 
cuit. The year following he served the Ruters- 
ville Circuit, and was at the end of that year 
ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce. The year 
1860 he served Columbus and Eagle Lake ; in 
1861, the Columbus Station; in 1862-3, Navi- 
dad Circuit. The year 1864 found him again 
in Columbus Station. Hallettsville Circuit en- 
joyed the benefits of his ministry in 1865. In 
1866 his health was such that he asked and re- 
ceived of the Conference a supernumerary rela- 
tion, and as such was placed on the Navidad 
Circuit, and sustained the same relation the two 
following years. At the session of 1868 he was 
ordained elder by Bishop Doggett, and resumed 
his place on the roll of effective workers, and 
was stationed in La Grange for the year 1869. 
In 1870 he again ministered to the Navidad 
Circuit. In 1871 he served Columbia Station. 
The yeare 1872 and 1873 found our brother pre- 
siding elder of the Austin District. This was 
his last work as an effective preacher. He was 
granted a superannuated relation in 1874 and 
for the following two years. In 1877 he was 
granted a supernumerary relation, which rela- 
tion he sustained to the end of his life, Janua- 
ry 30, 1883. Brother Lane had a larger share 
of that which was individual than almost any 
man of his time in a similar sphere; and this 
remark applies to all he was and all he did. 
Many men in the gospel ministry preach well. 
Brother Lane preached well, but quite unlike 
other men; so that where he occupied much 
the attitude of a prophet in his own country 
and among his kindred, he was still honored, 
and his ministry was appreciated. There was 
much of the ever ne\v in the old of him, and 
neither the autumn of life nor the ministry could 
sap the verdure and freshness of the man and 
the preacher. To say’^ that our departed brother 
was a very religious man were a commonplace 
which should strongly underscored and put 
under special emphasis. Brother Lane’s talents 
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every way were quite above the ordinary; but 
not being showy, this fact was not so fully real- 
ized by the casual acquaintance as it was by 
those who knew him intimately. In council he 
was eminently strong, and as a peace-maker 
and adjuster of troubles among men few com- 
pared with him. Not many men knew so well 
liow to be a faithful friend as did Brother Lane, 
and as to what has been styled the courage of 
the convictions, he was almost unequaled, if, in- 
deed, he had any peer in all the land. As 
was to be expected, his death was peaceful. His 
dying-words were not many, but brave, strong 
words, befitting a minister of the gospel of sal- 
vation.

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APPENDIX. 



The following memoirs were unavoidably omitted from their proper places: 

Kentucky Confei'ence. 

Thomas P. C. Siieeman was born in Louisville, Ga., February 11, 1811; and died December, 
1882. lie was left motherless at a very early age. He joined the Methodist Church when fourteen 
years old. His father chose for him the profession of the law, which he studied, and practiced 
with distinction for several years. Mr. Shelman for awhile became a politician, and vigorously 
canvassed his native State in advocacy of Henry Clay for the Presidency. His favorite candi- 
date being defeated, he abandoned politics, and never afterward voted. He also abandoned the 
profession of the law. God had for him a better calling, and he entered the ministry, and be- 
came an itinerant preacher in the Methodist Church. In this step he met with strong opposition 
from his father, who disinherited him. Faithful to his calling, he saw that proud father hum- 
bled, converted, and a communicant in the Church, a class-leader, and an exhorter. In his pov- 
erty and persecution God raised up a friend who encouraged him and furnished him with a horse 
and outfit, and he fully entered upon his life-work in the Georgia Conference. He was married 
to Miss Henrietta Stiner, of Fredericktown, Md., who survived her husband a few months only. 

In the Alabama Conference, of which he became a member, he took position, filling such ap- 
pointments as Greensboro, Mobile, and Tuscaloosa. His health failing him in the South, in 1852 
he removed to Kentucky, and joined the Kentucky Conference, in which he remained until his 
death. In the latter he filled successively the Bedford and Burlington circuits, the Millersburg 
Station; on the Covington District four years, from 1857 to 1861; then the Millersburg Station 
again, Paris and North Middleton, Washington and Germantown, Shannon and Sardis, Harrods- 
burg, Sharpsburg and Bethel; in 1867, Sunday-school Agent for the Conference; in 1868, pre- 
siding elder of the Harrodsliurg District; then on Eichmond and Floydsburg Circuit. His last 
effective appointment was Shannon and Sardis. In 1872 he was superannuated, which relation 
he sustained until the Lord took him from labor to reward. In 1858, while presiding elder of 
the Covington District, he became intensely interested in our educational interests at Millers- 
burg. Indeed, he was the principal originator of Kentucky Wesleyan College. Through his 
indefatigable eflbrts, during his presiding eldership, he raised ten thousand dollars as a basis for 
the college. Brother Shelman was a fine sermonizer. His sermons were prepared with great 
care — sound in doctrine, forcible in diction, and impressive in ‘delivery. Oftentimes his appeals 
to the heart were fervent. He gave out no uncertain sound. He used his manuscript freely, but 
was one of the best of readers. He was a man of affliction and infirmities. He thought a change 
of climate might improve his failing health, and so he returned to the home and friends of his 
young manhood. In this he was disappointed. He not only suffered from acute bronchitis, but 
became paralyzed, which greatly impaired his mental faculties. About a year before his death 
he had a severe fall, from the eftects of which he never recovered. While in the South his de- 
votion to his Millersburg home and friends was beautiful. He was a great sufferer. Toward the 
last the theme of his conversation was heaven. “I do love the Saviour, and want to go to him.” 

His last' intelligible utterance was, “I do love the Lord.” 

Little Bock Conference. 

J. C. Greenwood was borii in Giles county, Tennessee ; converted and joined the Church in 
1857; licensed to preach in 1858; ordained deacon in 1871; ordained elder in 1876. He was 
admitted on trial in this Conference in 1878. He did four full and faithful years’ work. He was 
a zealous minister, and did great good, visiting from house to house, talking to the children, in- 
structing and leading them to Christ. He delighted in religious conversation, and was in every 
respect a faithful pastor. He Avas not what the Avorld would call a great preacher; but in the 
eyes of God he Avas — since greatness is goodness, and in this he excelled. His circuit mourned 
for him as children for a father ; so said his presiding eldei*, and it Avas true. His life Avas blame- 
less, and he Avorked so anxiously for his loving Master. He fell in the field with the armor all 1 
on. His end aa’us peace. We do not think any better man ever left earth for heaven. We hope 
to see thee again. <
